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FIERGE MEAT RIOT 


Demonstration Caused by Rise 
in Kosher Beef Prices. 


500 POLICE CALLED OUT, 


Officers Attacked by Immense Mob 


Around Hall Where Women Were 
Holding Indignation Meeting, 


Prompt action the commanders of 
four police precincts checked a disturb- 
ance that threatened the lower east side 
of the city with disaster last night. The 
trouble behind the outbreak was the dis- 
satisfaction over prices of Kosher meat. 

Before the angry, yelling mobs that 
thronged the streets for miles had been 
quieted, 500 pclice officers had been sum- 
moned to the neighborhood, more than a 
score of prisoners had@ been taken to dif- 
ferent stations, several men and women had 
been slightly injured by missiles hurled 
from the mad crowds, and the foreign-born 
population for a square mile around Broome 
ard Essex Streets had been thrown into a 
state of excitement that was declared by 
people familiar with the quarter to be un- 
precedented in its history. 

The Kosher butchers of the east side, 


numbering about 1,600, had abandoned their 
fight against the wholesale meat dealers 


by 


and had raised their prices even higher 
than the retailers of up-town New York. 
The consumers of the east-of-the-Bowery 
district were up in arms. They had shown 
their rage all day by minor outbreaks 
against individual butchers. When dark 
came on, and with it a meeting of protest- 
ing women in New Irving Hall, which is 
in Broome Street, near Essex, the disturb- 
ers of the day had their numbers augment- 
ed by many who had been at work earlier. 
The women’s meeting was a sign for vio- 
lence, and at & o'clock there had assembled 
outside the hall a noisy aggregation of from 
5,000 to 6,000 people. 

As the loud haranguing of the speakers 
inside the hall penetrated to the streets 
the mob (that is the only name that fits 
the sort of crowd this one was) seemed to 
take up the echo and send back volleys of 
abuse even more strenuous than those 
which came from the interior. Each yell 
increased in violence. Back and forth the 
crowds surged, in small bunches and singly, 
all apparently bent on creating a disturb- 
ance. A policeman on the corner was 
jostied and raised his club. With a rush 
and a composite skeut in as many lan- 
guages as that part Of the east side speaks, 
a section of the mob was upon him. 

Three or four other policemen ran up. 
There were plenty of them in the vicinity, 
for Capt. Walsh of the Eldridge Street Sta- 
tion had anticipated the trouble in a meas- 
ure and had detailed extra men on every 
post. After a sharp struggle the attackers 
were routed, but as they withdrew down 
the side streets (Essex and Norfolk) it was 
apparent at once that thousands of others 
ouring to their aid from every 
‘he first onslaught on the po- 
liceman had taken place almost in front of 
the meeting hall. Now attacks were immi- 
nent from nll the streets, and around each 
corner and in every tenement door small 
groups huddled themselves together in 
readiness for another move as soon as they 
had recovered from the repulse.

t was noticeable throughout the melee 
that the policemen kept their heads per- 
fectly, did all they could to prevent seri- 
ous injuries to those they strove against, 
and used their sticks more to frighten than 
they handled the 
thousands, or, rather, the tens of thou- 
sands, for before the trouble had been in 
progress an hour all the streets were crowd- 
ed for half a mile in all directions, was 
commented upon as remarkable by all who 
witnessed the

to cope with the situation. Calls for assist- 
ance were sent to three other precincts. 
Capt. Stevenson came from Mulberry Street 
cn the run, followed by about forty men. 
Capt. Wendel, with all his reserves, hurried 
up from Elizabeth Street, and Capt. AlBert- 
fon brought his men from Delancey Street 
at a clip that caused the prespiration to 

tand out on their brows when they had 
covered the short distance from station to 
fighting ground. 

More men were called from Eldridge 
Street finally,and the number of guards was 
ewelled to about 500. They were stationed 
ir lines as every crossing. Inhabitants of 
the intervening blocks had to stay within 
doors. None was allowed to cross a line 
unless armed with a fire badge or some 
Gther sign of authority. 

Time and again the mobs surged on, and 
Were repelled by the policemen. At one 
minute there would be an advance from 
Essex Street followed by a rush, a mixed 
scream of women, fierce curses, and at 
last comparative quiet. Hardly was one 
rush over when another would’ begin—this 
time at Norfolk Street or perhaps up at 
Orchard. The crossings had to be pro- 
tected for many blocks, and there is no 
doubt that some of the disorderly crowds 
far away from the actual scene of the 
fight’s start did not even know what they 
were doing, but simply created trouble 
because they heard the yells of those about 
them, saw the hostile policemen on guard, 
and maybe felt the sting of a club across 
their legs and arms when they ventured too 
close to the prescribed areas. 


MISSILES HURLED FROM HOUSBS. 


Ali the while missiles were being hurled 
from windows and housetops in the neigh- 
borhood. A piece of lead pipe struck a wo- 
man, and an ambulance had to be called, 
but it was found that she could go home 
after a bandage had been fastened around 


her head. Pieces of bricks whizzed through 
the air every now and then, causing the of- 
ficers and plain-clothes men to dodge and 
wave their arms menacingly toward the un- 
seen offender.

down upon the pavements. Forcunately 
none of those struck by these Missilies Was 
seriously hurt. 

From the time when the first relief force 
arrived there were periodic arrests. if a 
eader in an attacking crowd did not with- 
draw with the proper alacrity, the charg- 
ing officer took him in charge and sent 
him to the station. ‘The patrol wagon 
raced up and down, picking up its burdens 
at the corners, leaving them at the station, 
and returning for more. Among the prison- 
ers were two little girls, who with others 
had shouted at an officer, refused to stay 
back of the lines, and finally leaped on the 
policeman, tore one of his coat sleeves off 
and thrown him down in the mud of the 
gutter. When arrested by him and taken 
to the station, they wept copiously. 

At two or three of the corners nearest to 
the meeting hall ambulances, called from 
Gouverneur Hospital, stood ready in case 
of emergency. All in all, the scene was 
sriking, almost startling. Those who ar- 
rived in the neighborhood on horse cars, 
without any previous intimation as to the 
extent of the trouble, wondered whether it 
was a battlefield they had found. There 
Was in evidence every preparation for a 
more serious ending than the one that 
occurred, and those who saw the trouble 
from the start said that only the fast work 
of the police averted a catastrophe. 

It took the 500 men fully an hour to put a 
Stop to the rushes against them, and even 
after that they were utterly unable to keep 
the streets clear. The crowds still lin- 
gered and shouted defiance from the dis- 
tance. The ambulances still stood on the 
corners, flanked by the patrol wagons, the 
horses of which needed the late rest after 
their hard labor of the early evening. 

Until the morning hours the streets were 
black with noisy, excited people; the wo- 
men were still urging on the men; the chil- 
dren were still throwing things at the po- 
lice; the officers on the crossings still 
kept their weather eyes on the windows, as 
if expecting a brickbat on their heads at 
any moment.

FIGHT AT THE HALL DOORS. 


Three Policemen with Their Clubs 
Stopped Crowd's Repeated Rushes 
—How the Reserves Han- 
died the Mob. 


It seemed to the three policemen sta- 
tioned at the doors of the hall that all the 
east side was swooping down upon them 
just before the announced time for the 
meeting had come. The street was already 
packed, but from the adjoining streets the 
crowds swarmed for the hali. Policemen 
Bennett, Hay, and Kiernan begged the 
crowd to listen to reason, but the people 
were shouting in Yiddish and could not 
hear because of the noise they made. They 
came like a great wave, and the three po- 
licemen for an instant were powerless. 
Then they did the seemingly impossible. 

Hay grabbed a big man by his long beard 
and threw him back into the crowd. Kier- 
nan, with one arm free, the other shield- 
ing a woman with a baby in her arms, 
struck a savage-looking man between the 
eyes, sending him spinning from the door. 
Bennett hurled himself into the crowd. 
There was space enough then to swing the 


three clubs, and they were swung with 
great vigor. 

With the clubs sounding as they landed, 
those in front fought those behind them in 
a desperate effort to escape. Many fell 
and were trampled on, and it looked as if 
there would be a great disaster. To make 
matters worse, the windows of the lower 
tloor of the hall were thrown open, and 
men and women there waved handkerchiefs 
to the crowd outside, mistaking the crush 
for a great demonstration for the cause 
they were there to represent. 

There was another rush- for the doors; 
but the policemen were prepared. They 
fought with all their strength and so val- 
iantly that the wave receded as those near 
enough to see the result of the swinging 
clubs fought back again those in the rear. 
There was a momentary breathing spell 
for the officers and Bennett was deiegated 
to get a a and summon help. The 
crowd parted as he charged, for they had 
seen him at work. He reached the tele- 
phone in the drug store across the street 
and summoned aid and then managed to 
get back to his comrades before the third 
wave was to be resisted, 

Some cne had shown sense enough to 
open a side entrance to the hall, but was 
swept away before he could get both of 
the doors cpen. If it had not been for this 
relief, the policemen must Tiave been con- 
quered. As it was, the crowd's attention 
was diverted 10 the new entrance just long 
enoug! for the policemen to make a third 
stand. ‘Wwisting and turning, swearing and 
fighting, men and women were propelled 
into the narrow entrance, losing’ hats and 
wraps, but through some miracle not losing 
their lives. 


SCENES AT THE 


The three policemen at the main door 
were about exhausted. Hay had lost his 
club and Bennett his helmet. Perspiring 
and panting, they were holding back the 
yelling mob, when they saw those before 
them scatter like frightened sheep, falling 
over one another in their eagerness to es- 
cape the onslaught of the reserves on the 
full run with their clubs prodding and 
striking right and left. The greatest dan- 
ger was over. The lost club and the fallen 
helmet were recovered, the latter looking 
like a tin can that had been used by boys 
in a game of hockey. 

Capt. Walsh was just congratulating him- 
self on having the situation in hand when 
a woman waving a red handkerchief urged 
the dense mass of people in Broome Street 
to charge on Policeman Hay, who had ar- 
rested a woman who insisted that she 
would not go home. The crowd charged 
and were met by ten policemen headed by 


the Captain. 

The nightsticks did their work 
but as was the general rule during the 
many charges of the evening, the people 
were not struck on the head but on the 
body and across the legs. The woman 
laid down in the street scratching and 
kicking and screaming, so that she could 
be heard above the roar of the people. She 
Was Cragged by the wrists, still fi hting 
and screaming, until she was placed in a 
yatrol wagon and taken through a hoot- 
ng mob to the Essex Street Station. 

The apparent roughness to the woman 
excited the mob, and when others were 
dragged thrcugh the crowd in much the 
same manner, it not making much differ- 
ence to the policemen whether they dragged 
them by the teet or the hands, missiles be- 
gan to fly trom the house tops and the 
fire escapes directed at the policeman. A 
brick just grazed the head of the Captain 
and was shattered on the pavement. 

There was another charge by the police- 
men, and they were met by women only. 
The men were in the rear ranks. The of- 
ficers stopped. They did not want to club 
women, and the women, realizing this, held 
their ground. Capt. Walsh was the first 
to solve the difficulty. He twisted an ob- 
streperous woman around and struck her 
sharply with his club a foot below her 
waist. The other policemen followed his 
example and the amazon brigade scattered 
so that the plain clothes men had a chance 
at the men urging the women on. They 
struck right and left at the bearded faces 
before them, and the men of the mob ran 
screaming after their routed wives and 
sisters. 

It was in this way that the police over- 
came the mob. Charge after charge was 
met in the same manner and the police had 
the unruly thousands under control in 
wonderfully short time. This did not save 
them from cries of derision every time they 
took a prisoner to the station house, and 
the men on the back of the patrol wagons 
had a hard time of it, being pelted with 
filth and hard missiles. They did not dare 
leave their positions and were forced to 
submit to the indignities. 


MR. JEROME ON THE SCENE.

ANTHRACITE MINERS | 


DECIDE TO STRIKE 


145,000 Men Engaged in Contest 
with Mine Owners. 


,? 
PRES. MITCHELL FOR PEACE 


Great Crowds of Miners from All Over 
the Coal Region Flock to Hazleton— 
Business Partially Paralyzed. 


HAZLETON, Penn., May 15.—The an- 
thracite mine workers in convention late 
this afternoon decided to continue the 
strike of the 145,000 men against the mine 
owners and to fight it out to the bitter end, 
The-matter of calling out the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners will be decided 
by the delegates to-morrow. 

The vote to continue the suspension was 
as follows: Total vote cast, 811; for strike, 
4614; against strike, 549%; majority for 
strike, 111%. President Mitchell, however, 
in compliance with the rules of the United 
Mine Workers, announced to the public 
that the action of the convention was 
unanimous. 

The step taken to-day by the miners after 
practically considering the matter for two 
months, has wiped out the uncertainty of 
the situation, and it is freely predicted that 
the most serious labor struggle in the his- 
tory of the country is about to begin. That 
is the view taken by nearly every miner. 
While the leaders are cautious and will not 
forecast their actions, it is not unlikely that 
the miners’ fight will be carried into the 
bituminous coal regions and into other 
fields of industry. 

Mine workers for eighteen months have 
been looking forward to the strike that ‘is 
now upon them. They have saved their 
money, and are considered to be in better 
shape to-day for a fight than they were in 
the great strike of 1900. That struggle end- 
ed in the mine owners giving the men a 
10 per cent. advance after a six weeks’ sus- 
pension. The operators are on record as 
being unalterably opposed to granting the 
men any concessions, and they have per- 
sonally informed the mine workers’ leaders 
of that fact. The workmen fear that the 
present fight may mean the destruction of 
their organization because they believe that 
the mine owners are bent more on wreck- 
ing their union than they are in opposing 
the demands for higher wages and shorter 
work days. 

President Mitchell's advice to the miners 
Was peace, and he gave it to them in the 

lainest and most forceful of language. 
de was ably assisted by President l’any 
and Secretary Hartlin of the lower district 
and Secretary Dempsey of the upper terri- 
tory. President Nicholls of the First Dis- 
trict was the great champion of the strike 
advocates. Mr. Mitchell, who was the last 
to speak, was listened to with the great- 
est attention. 

It is said that a_ telegram was read 
from the American Federation of Labor 
against a permanent suspension. But the 
delegates would not listen, and amid con- 
siderable suppressed excitement the vote 
was taken. For a time it looked as though 
the peace advocates would Win, but when 
delegation after delegation from the lower 
district, the last to be called, answered 
“Yes,” iit was seen that the men who 
favored a fight had won. The result was 
received by the convention with applause, 
which, however, was not very enthusiastic 
or prolonged, The men appreciated the se- 
riousness of their decision, which, no doubt, 
daripened their ardor. 

The proposition to call out the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners was separated 
from the main question early in the discus- 
sion, which began shortly after the con- 
vention met this morning. There was an 
almost equal division in this matter, and 
the debate became so involved that it was 
decided to consider that phase of the 
question separately. 

The men, having thrown down the gaunt- 
let to their employers, have taken renewed 
courage, and it would not be surprising if 
the convention to-morrow decided to call 
out the other employes referred to. The 
miners insist that nearly all the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners belong to their 
organization, and say that they can 
them all to quit if they want to. In the 
event that this is brought about it would 
do incalculable damage to the mines through 
flooding, unless the companies can succeed 
in filling the men’s places. 

While the people of the coal fields are 
glad that the suspension and uncertainty 
oceasioned by the long delays in reaching 
a conclusion of the strike question are 
over the news of the convention's action 
caused considerable depression. Business 
has been paralyzed to a certain extent, 
and it will probably come to almost a 
standstill. 

There was a great crowd of miners in 
Hazleton to-day. They came from all parts 
of the coal region and most of them con- 
gregated in the vicinity of the convention 
hall. They were gathered in large groups, 
each nationality flocking by itself and 
awaiting some information from the inside. 
Besides these there were present about 
twenty-five newspaper correspondents and 
a big contingent of agents of corporations, 
who were waiting to flash every scrap of 
information to the outside world. 
exactly 5:45 o'clock when the vote to strike 
was completed and the convention ad- 
jcurned. 
allowed to leave the building, President 
Mitchell announcing that they should re- 
main in the hall until he himself had an- 
nounced the result to the waiting crowd. 

When he appeared at the front door there 
Was a great rush ¢t him, but he would not 
open his mouth until all the correspondents 
had been assembled around him. A great 
cheer was given by the miners when the 
National leader finally shouted the re- 
sult, and the wild rush for telephone and 
telegraph wires ensued. 

Hazleton and surrounding towns are to- 
night celebrating the inauguration of the 
permanent strike by giving parties. 

The —— where the strike headquar- 
ters will be established has not yet been 
decided upon, but Wilkesbarre will in all 
probability be selected. President Mitchell 
will remain here until Saturday or Sunday 
if Hazleton is not selected. 

The National leader was apparently in 
good humor to-night. He was pressed for a 
statement on the situation. But he politely 
refused to give any information beyond the 
bare fact that the convention had decided 
to strike. He held a long conference with 
National Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wil- 
son regarding future movements.

Mr. Truesdale thought the strike would 
be a long one, and might last several 
months. His reasons for believing that 
there would be no strike at this time, he 
said, arose from the fact that there did 
not seem to be a strong strike feeling, and 
the miners were better paid than they had 
ever been paid before. 

‘‘No concession would be made,” he said, 
“and none was intended, no matter how 
long the strike would last.”’ 

Oscar S. Straus, who is on both the Con- 
ciliation and Arbitration Committees of the 
National Civic Federation, and had been 
hoping all along that the strike would be 
averted, said he was very sorry when told 
last night that the strike had been de- 
clared. 

“‘T had hoped up to the last minute,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that there would be some slight 
concessions on the part of the coal operators 
which would have given President Mitchell 
of the United Mine Workers a chance to 
advise the mine workers to vote against a 
strike. 

“Of course, the Arbitration Committee 
has not yet lost hope that it can do some- 
thing vet, but it will take its time and 
wait for a suitable opportunity.” 

The operators, it is understood, believe 
that the chances are against the engineers 
and firemen joining in the strike. They 
believe that at all events the engineers 
may remain at work. 


AGREED ON A CONSTITUTION. 


After Four Months’ Discussion Con- 
necticut Constitutional Conven- 
tions Ends. 
Special to The New York Times. 

HARTFORD, Conn., May 15.—After four 
months and a half of exciting sessions, the 
Constitutional Convention came to an 
agreement to-day and adjourned. The 
chief contention has been over the matter 
of representation in the Legislature, the 
large towns demanding recognition of pop- 
ulation and the small towns, who held the 
majority, insisting that towns must be the 
basis. 

By the old constitution most of the towns 
have two representatives and there is a 
Senate of thirty-six. The small towns pro- 
posed one representative from each of the 
168 towns and a Senate of sixty. : 

They voted down every proposition for 
representation according to population, and 
their own plan failed to get the eighty-five 
votes necessary. Ail compromises were re- 
jected and feeling ran high. 

To-day Andrews of Litchfield, former 
Governor and Chief Justices ~9d now Presi- 
dent of the convention, cw the floor in 
behalf of a compromise plan, and urged 
the delegates not to go home without hav- 
ing done something. Previously he had 
stood out for the town plan. His words 
feil on deaf ears. 

Then Délegate Bissell, a young man from 
Suffield, presented a plan for one repre- 
sentative for towns up to 2,000 population, 
two for towns between 2,000 and 50,000, and 
then one extra for each additional 50,000, 
with a Senate of 45. There was almost no 
debate, and before the convention could 
realize what was happening this was adopt- 
ed by 88 votes. 

Then the whole revised Constitution was 
adopted by 94 to 10, and it was voted to 
submit the Constitution to the people on 
June 16. The vote was brought about by 
delegates from small towns, who wanted 
to save what they had, and by delegates 
from a few of the larger towns who thought 
this plan better than nothing. Hartford 
voted for it; New Haven, Waterbury, and 
Bridgeport against it. 


GIRL RIDER SAVES A TRAIN. 


Discovers -a Montana Bridge on 
Fire and Races to Warn a Rail- 
road Agent.

HELENA, Mont., May 15.—The west- 
bound Northern Pacific passenger train 
might have been wrecked four miles east 
of Miles City yesterday by a burned bridge 
had it not been for the heroic action of Miss 
Pedon, a girl of fifteen years, who made 
a thrilling ride to Miles City to warn the 


railroad agent that the bridge was on fire 
and that he heid the train. 

The girl was riding about four miles east 
of Miles City in the vicinity of the bridge, 
which is nearly 100 feet long, when she 
discovered the structure was on fire. Miss 
Pedon is an accomplished equestrienne, 
having won numerous races in Miles City, 
and in a minute she was on her hors 
galloping madly to the town. She has rid- 
den to victory many times, but never in her 
short career has she been the chief figure 
in a wild ride such as that of yesterday. 

The horse was urged to top speed every 
foot of the way, and when the town was 
reached the rider threw herself from her 
panting steed and dashed into the station 
to learn that she had arrived in time. The 
train was held four hours.

ADVANCE IN PRICE OF IRON. 


Break in Southern Market Causes an 
Increase of $4 a Ton,

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 15.—The long 
expected break in the southern iron mar- 
ket has occurred.

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GAYNOR AND GREEN: 
ARRESTED IN QUEBEL 


They Are Placed on a Tug 
Bound for Montreal. 


Their Capture Is the Result of Wash- 
ington Officials’ Plan—Forfeited 


Bail in Carter Case. 


Special to The New York Times. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, May 15.—Col. John 
si. Gaynor and Capt. Benjamin D. Greene 
are prisoners on board the tug Spray, on 
the way from Quebec to Montreal, and in 
pursuit of them are three tugboats, while 
another has gone from Montreal to inter- 
cept them. 

Besides this, a special train is on the way 
up on the north shore with officer8 on 
board to take the prisoners and their cap- 
tors should they attempt to land. This is 
the situation that the men who have been 
taking refuge at Quebec for some months 
past have brought about. 

The whole thing is considered a comedy 
of errors, the cause of the pursuit being 
that the Quebec provincial authorities and 
the city authorities believe the men to have 
been kidnapped by American and Montreal 
officers and not arrested regularly, as is 
the case, on a warrant issued by Judge 
Ulric Lafontaine, Extradition Commis- 
sioner of Montreal. The complaint was laid 
by Marion Erwin, Assistant District At- 
torney of Macon, Ga., and sets forth in de- 
tail that the accused are fugitives from 
justice in Georgia, where they are under in- 
dictment for having obtained $287,000 for 
labor by fraud in connection with contracts 
for which Capt. Oberlin M. Carter is now 


ereing a term in Leavenworth peniten- 
ary. 

Donald MacMaster, K. C., who repre- 
sents the complainant, and Chief Detective 
Carpenter of Montreal, with several of his 
officers, and Detective Taylor of the United 
States Secret Service went down to Quebec, 
arrested their men on the warrant, and put 
them aboard the tug to bring them to 
Montreal. Mr. MacMaster returned by 
train to-night. The warrant is executable 
anywhere in Canada, but is returnable at 
Montreal. 

When notified of her husband's arrest 
Mrs. Gaynor at once consulted Mr. Tache- 
reau, her husband's attorney. A tug was 
chartered and an attempt was made to 
overtake the boat on which Gaynor and 
Greene wefe being carried away. After a 
short chase it was seen by those on board 
the pursuing tug that it would be impos- 
sible to overtake the detectives’ boat, which 
was the Spray, one of the swiftest tugs on 
the St. Lawrence, and the pursuit was 
abandoned. 

On returning to Quebec it was decided 
to charter a special train and attempt to 
head off the Spray at some point between 
Quebec and Montreal. 

The arrest of Greene and Gaynor, and the 
manner in which it was. accomplished 
saused considerable excitement in Quebec, 
where both men have become well known. 

When the two Americans first arrived in 

uebec they were followed by two men 
also from the United States, who registered 
at the Chateau Frontenac. Their move- 
raents led the hotel employes to believe 
that they were detectives sent here to 
watch Greene and Gaynor. It now devel- 
ops that one of these men is Detective 
Burke of Florida. 

At 10:30 o'clock a well-dressed man en- 
gaged a cabman by the hour in Quebec and 
instructed him to wait near the Post Office. 
Soon afterward Burke, with another cab, 
arrived. Burke and two other men who 
came up walked toward the Chateau Fron- 
tenac, which is near by. In the meantime 
Mr. Greene, who had entered the Post Of- 
fice, as was his daily custom, came out of 
the main door. Two strangers, who had 
been waiting in a store near by, crossed the 
street, and one of them, placing his hand 
on Greene’s shoulder, pulled a document 
from his pocket, and asked him to enter the 
first cab. Greene was heard to say: ‘“* Wait 
a minute until I see a friend,’’ but this was 
dénied him, and the three detectives and 
Greene entered the cab and were driven to 
the wharf. 

While the arrest of Greene was being ac- 
complished Burke and the other detectives 
went to the Chateau Frontenac. Col. Gay- 
nor was standing at the clerk’s desk when 
they entered The three detectives walked 
up to Gaynor, one taking hold of his right 
arm and the other his left, while Burke 
produced a legal paper. Col. Gaynor asked 
permission to get his overcoat, but this was 
denied him, and the four hurried out to the } 
cab and started for the wharf at a rapid j 
pace. 

All these proceedings occupied about 
twenty minutes. The hotel people notified 
Col, Gaynor’s counsel of what had occurred. 
The Attorney General's department and 
Judge Chauveau were notified, and they in 
turn asked the police to investigate the 
matter. 

Half an hour after the departure of the 
Spray another tug was engaged by Mrs. 
Gaynor. She went on board with Detective 
Walsh. The pursuit of the Spray was given 
up at Cap Rouge, eight miles from Quebec. 
They Spray was then almost out of sight 
down the river. 

Upon the return of Mrs. Gaynor to the 
city the lawyers in the case had a short | 
consultation with her and immediately two 
petitions for habeas corpus, ordering the 
return of Gaynor and Greene to this city, 
were prepared, and two orders were signed 
to that effect by Judge Andrews in the | 
Superior Court. In the meantime four 
members of the Provincial Police left by a 
1:35 Canadian Pacific Railroad train for 
Three Rivers, with orders to secure a tug 
there and try and intercept the Spray. The 
latter town is ninety miles from Quebec, 
and just half way between there and Mont- 


real. 

The petitions were sworn to by Mrs. Gay- 
nor, who alleges that her husband and 
Greene were taken away against their con- 
sent and withoht giving them time to see 
their counsel or take legal measures to pre- 
vent their arrest. While the petitions were 
being prepared a special train was ordered 
over the Canadian Pacific Railroad, and at 
3:50 the chase began. On the train were 
Messrs. Cannon and Chauveau, attorneys

The serious part of the situation is that 
the police of Guedec who are pursuing the 
Spray are said to be armed, have definite 
instructions to take the prisoners by force 
if necessary, and do not know that Mr.

ELUDED AT THREE RIVERS. 


A Fruitless Attempt Made to Intercept? 
the Tug with Greene and Gaynor 
Aboard. 

MONTREAL, May 15.—A

They held the ferryboat Glacial in readi- 
ness to go out into midstream when the 
Spray hove in sight. Suddenly the looked- 
for tug appeared and the boat hurried out 
into midstream; but the fleet little tug was 
plowing through the waves at a rapid 
speed, and before the boat reached the 
middle of the river the Spray was a hun- 
dred yards in the lead and gaining rapidly. 
The chase was kept up for two miles, but 
it was a hopeless race, and the boat and 
officers returned to the city. 

At 8 o’clock the officers again boarded the 
ferryboat and started for Sorel, hoping to 
overtake the Spray at that point. 


PLANNED IN WASHINGTON. 


The Arrest of Gaynor and Greene Was 
Carefully Devised by the Gov- 
ernment Officials. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—The arrest of 
Gaynor and Greene was the result of a care- 
fully prepared and well-matured plan de- 
vised by the Government officials, acting 
under instructions of the Department of 
Justice of the United States. Its inception 
dates back to the time Gaynor and Greene 
left the United States and took up their 

residence in Quebec. 


The officials here then immediately be- 


ban consideration of the question of the 
best means to have them extradited and 
brought back to Savannah, Ga., for trial. 
The extradition treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States was careful- 
ly studied and the conclusion reached that 
there existed good grounds for the extra- 
dition of the men. To Marion Erwin, who 
has figured prominently in the conduct 
of the cases at Savannah, was assigned the 
duty of proceeding to Canada and assist- 
ing the Government In the attempt to se- 
cure the return of the two men to the 
United States. Considerable delay was oc- 
ecasioned by the fact that certain records 
pertaining to the case had to be forwarded 
to Canada. 

The officials here satisfied themselves 
after a thorough investigation that Gay- 
nor and Greene felt reasonably secure from 
extradition while in Quebec because of local 
conditions existing there. They feared that 
if the men were arrested in Quebec resort 
would be had mmediately to habeas corpus 
proceedings, and they would be released. 
For this reason, and in accord with Mr. 
Erwin’s views on the matter, the determin- 
ation was reached to have the warrants 
sworn out in Montreal and served on Gay- 
nor and Greene in Quebec, thus bringing 
the question of holding them for extradi- 
tion before the Montreal authorities. 

Just by whom the warrants were served 
is not known here, but it is supposed this 
was done either by a Canadian officer or 
by the United States Secret Service offi- 
cials deputized for that purpose. The ar- 
rangements made by Mr. rwin contem- 
plated the chartering of a boat to take Gay- 
nor and Greene from Quebec to Montreal, 
aiter they had been arrested in the former 
place, as tqld in The Associated Press dis- 
patches. A dispatch came to the Depart- 
ment of Justice late this afternoon, which 
reperted that the scheme for securing the 
men on board the boat had been success- 
filly carried out. The officials are highly 
pleased with the manner in which Mr. Er- 
win has performed the delicate duties as- 
signed to him, and say the methods de- 
ag pe a apprehending the men are entire- 
y legal. 

The expectation here is that when ar- 
raigned before the Montreal authorities, 
Gaynor and Greene will endeavor to secure 
thcir release by habeas corpus proceedings. 
Any efforts in that line will be viwarously 
resisted by Mr. Erwin, who has employed 
a well-kncwn firm of attorneys of Montreal 
+0 "Sit him in whatever proceedings are 
had. 

The confident belief of the officials here 
is that this Government will be able to 
secure the extradition of the two men, in 
which case they will be taken to Savannah 
for trial. A careful perusal of the ex- 
tradition treaty, they say, demonstrates 
that its provisions are broad enough to 
cover the offenses charged against them in 
the indictment. It is not known here just 
what the warrant for arrest charges. The 
case is quite complicated, but an earnest 
effort will be made to compel the men to 
stand trial in Georgia. 

Col. John F. Gaynor of Fayetteville, 
Onondaga County, Ga., ex-Treasurer of the 
Democratic State Committee, and Capt. 
Benjamin D. Greene were indicted by the 
United States Court of Georgia by two 
successive Grand Juries on a charge of be- 
ing implicated in the conspiracy of Capt. 
Oberlin M. Carter against the Government. 
The transaction was said to involve near- 
ly a million dollars. The first indictment 
was found more than two years ago in con- 
nection with Government work in Savan- 
nah, Ga. 

For some time Col. Gaynor and Capt. 
Greene fought extradition and were finally 
ordered to appear at Savannah on Feb. 11. | 
Gayner and Greene appeared, but the date | 
for a hearing was adjourned until March 
17. After that new indictments were found, 
to answer which they were expected to 
appear before Judge Emory Speer on March 
7. Neither appeared, and Judge Speer for- j 
feited their bail bonds and issued bench | 
warrents for their arrest. Both men had | 
been admitted to bail in the sum of $40,000 
each. James D. Leary of this city went on 
Capt. Greene's bond and ex-Mayor Will- 
iam B. Kirk of Syracuse gave security for 
Col. Gaynor. 

Col. Gaynor and Capt. Greene left New 
York on March 3, and at that time it was 
believed that they had gone to Canada. A 
dispatch to THE NEw YORK Times from 
Syracuse a few days later said that they 
had been seen passing through that city. 
It was said shortly after Col. Gaynor and 
Capt. Greene left New York that they had 
secured Mr. Leary and Ex-Mayor oft Sysra- 
cuse Kirk in the sums which they risked 
on their bonds. 

The indictments against Co]. Gaynor and 
Capt. Greene included William T. and 
Thomas H. Gaynor, bruthers of Col. Gay- 
nor, and Col. Gaynor’s brothers apneared 
before Judge Speer in Savannah on Marca 
7 to answer to the indictment against them.

ST. VINCENT FEARS 


FURTHER DISASTER 


Scientists Predict Another 
Eruption Soon. 


VOLCANO IS STILL ACTIVE 


Damage Much Greater than at 
First Estimated. 


3,000 REFUGEES AT KINGSTOWN 


Laboring Classes Without Homes, Food, 


or Clothes—Prices of Food Ad- 


vancing—Physical Changes on 


the Island. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, May 13.— 
Scientists who have come here from 
Trinidad predict another volcanic erup- 
tion on St. Vincent within a short time, 

It is believed that the Rabacco Crater, 
in the Windward district of the island, 
has become active. 

The damage done to St. Vincent by 
the volcanic eruptions is now known 
to be considerably greater than was at 
first estimated. 

The present uneasiness of the inhabi- 
tants of the island is increased by the 
continuous agitation of the volcanic 
craters. Last Friday morning large 
stones and volcanic dust fell in the 
neighborhood of Georgetown for two 
hours, terrifying the people there. A 
cloud of hot vapor then passed over that 
port. Two eruptions of less magnitude 
than the first occurred on Saturday, and 
from then until to-day fire and smoke 
have been ascending at intervals from 
the craters. 

No person has yet been able to ap- 
proach within eight miles of the new 
crater of the Soufri¢re Volcano. But, 
judging from what can be seen from a 
considerable distance, the old lake at 
the summit of the mountain has @isap- 
peared. The numerous fissures in the 
mountain’s sides continue to throw out 
vapor, and the subterranean murmurings 
and tremblings indicate continued un- 
rest. During yesterday afternoon a 
dense volume of steam and smoke rose 
from the volcano, and the whole island 
was covered by a peculiar mist. La 
Soufriére still wears a cap of dark clouds, 
which are illuminated every now and 
then by flashes of red light. 

The inhalation of noxious vapors here 
is increasing the spread of sickness. 

Volcanic dust fell here again on Sune 
day, but fortunately there have also 
been several heavy rain showers, which 
have washed away the dust from the 
grass and restored the verdure of the 
fields. 

Nearly 2,000 dead on the island had 
been reported up to yesterday.

| posed bodies in many houses, and, in 


order to guard against disease, it will 
probably be necessary for the authorities 
to burn these dwellings down. Owing to 
the many difficulties in the way of those 
who have the matter in hand, hundreds 
of bodies have not yet been buried. 

Nearly every remaining negro hut in 
the Carib country contains decayed 
bodies. Mutilated bodies are tied with 
ropes and dragged to the trenches where 
they are buried. Sometimes bodies are 
cremated. 

Owing to the destruction of severa] 
estates, the sugar and arrowroot indus- 
tries of St. Vincent are seriously in- 
jured. Destitution prevails among the 
laboring classes, who are without homes, 
without clothes, and hungry. 

As wide areas of ground which formere- 
ly produced foodstuffs have been devas- 
tated, there is to-day an abnormal de- 
mand for breadstuffs and a consequent 
searcity of food supplies. The prices-on 
food are advancing. The destruction of 
the live stock of the island has also 
caused a rise in the price of meat. 

A British warship has arrived here 
from Trinidad. She brings provisions 
for the relief of the sufferers. 

An ambulance corps from the Island of 
Barbados has arrived here. 

The local Government is feeding and 
sheltering about 3,000 refugees.

BRITISH ‘RELIEF FUNDS. 


London Lord Mayor’s Appeal Has Not 
Yet Resulted in Many Large 
Subscriptions. 


LONDON, May 16.—The horrors of the 
Martinique and St. Vincent disasters are 
beginning to give the pride of place in the 
London néwspapers to discussions as to the 
probable outcome of the Boer peace confer- 
ence. Practically all the dispatches de- 
scribing the scenes at the time of or aftes 
the eruptions come from New York, and 
many of the papers content themselves 
with publishing the most striking features 
of these reports. 

‘Much satisfaction is expressed at the 
opening of the Mansion House West Indian 
relief fund, while the tardiness of the ac- 
tion taken by the authorities is adversely 
Commented on. Thus The Westminster 
Gazette says: : 

“ Once again, in the cause of charity, our 
kinsmen across the Atiantic have gained a 
substantial start, and have set the Old 
Gountry an example of swift and mag- 
nificent generosity, from which we might 
well benefit.’"’ 

Capitalists are somewhat slow in sub- 
sttibing to the Mansion House fund. Up 
to'4 P. M. yesterday only £5,000 had been 
received, of which amount the Bank of 
England contributed £1,000 and the Cor- 
yoration of London £500.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT STEPS. 


Statement in the Commons—Governor 
of Windward Isles to Spend What- 
ever Sums Are Needed. 


LONDON, May 16.—In a statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday regarding 
the measures proposed by the Government 
for the relief of the sufferers from the vol- 
canic outbreaks in the West Indies, the 
Government leader in the House, the Right 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, after a reference to 
thé steps taken, said: 

‘* We have not taken account of the most 
sympathetic manner in which the United 
States Government have, to use their own 
language, expressed their desire ‘to share 
in: the work of aid and rescue.’ As to the 
manner in which this generous offer can 
best be accepted the Government of the 
Windward Isles have already been con- 
sulted.” 

Mr. Balfour referred to the opening of 
the relief fund at the Mansion House by 
the Lord Mayor, Sir Joseph Dimsdale, in 
‘behalf of the sufferers in St. Vincent, and 
said that Canada, Jamaica, and the other 
West Indian Islands, and the Island of 
Mauritius had promised to help with money 
and goods. 

“TI have no doubt,” he added, “that 
the other colonies will be equally generous, 
In addition, the Governor of the Windward 
Islands has been authorized to spend what- 
ever sums are necessary, and the Imperial 
Government is prepared to supplement the 
cohtr.butions from other sources to what- 
ever extent may be necessary. 

“As regards the Island of Martinique, 
Lord Lansdowne (the Foreign Minister) on 
May 12 instructed his Majesty’s Ambas- 
sador at Paris (Sir Edward Monson) to say 
that it would give the Government great 
pleasure to offer assistance in any manner 
most convenient to the sufferers from the 
calamity, and to say that if this country 
could help by the loan of doctors or the 
gift of medical comforts and provisions we 
were prepared to act forthwith. The French 
Government replied, accepting with grati- 
tude the offer of his Majesty's Government. 
From the nature of the case there must bea 
distinction between our own colonies and 
those of another power, in the expenditure 
of money. But the Government, as stated, 
are prepared to give comforts and pro- 
visions to sufferers at Martinique.”’ 

John Dillon, (Irish Nationalist,) who first 
raised the question in the House on Tues- 
day, suggested that the authorization to 
the Governor of the Windward Islands to 
spend money ought to be extended so as 
to provide for the relief of the Martinique 
sufferers, he considered it would be 
most unfortunate if a distinction was made. 
He tried to move the adjournment of the 
House on this point, but the motion was 
rejected.

AMERICAN AID FOR ST. VINCENT. 


Offered by the President to the British 
Government— The Latter Ex- 
presses Great Gratitude. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—By direction of 
thePresident, Secretary Hay, on May 12, 
sent the following cablegram to Ambas- 
sador Choate, at London: 

‘Express to British Government the sym- 
pathy of the President and the people of 
this country in the affliction which has be- 
fallen St. Vincent and our desire to share 
in the work of aid and rescue.”’ 


LONDON, May 16.—Two messages ex- 
pressing sympathy regarding the loss of 
life at St. Vincent and offering aid have 
beeh received by the British Government 
from.the United States Government. One 
was private and the other official. The 
former was verbally presented by United 
States Ambassador Choate, whom Lord 
Lansdowne, the Foreign Secretary, warmly 
thanked. 

The official message only reached Mr. 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, late 
yesterday afternoon. He immediately wrote 
to the Foreign Office desiring Lord Lans. 
downe to very gratefully acknowledge and 
accept President Roosevelt's offer of as- 
sistance, and to inform Mr. Roosevelt that 


Mr. Chamberlain had cabled to the Goy-; 


ernor at St. Vincent asking for informa- 
tion as to the best method of utilizing the 
United States’ offer. Until the Governor's 
answer is received nothing definite can be 
done. 

The Associated Press is authorized to an- 
nounce officially on behalf of both the For- 
eign Office and the Colonial Office that 
President Roosevelt's offer has created the 
deepest gratitude here. The text has not 
yet been published in London, but all the 


' officials are cognizant of its terms. 


They declare that no occurrence of recent 
years has so brought home to them the 
deep and materia! friendship existing be- 
tween the two Governments. 


Lora Monkbretton, Mr. Chamberiain’s 
private secretary, said yesterday: 


“We are indeed grateful to America, Our 
only difficulty is to insure an equitable dis- 
tribution of the relief sent from all sources 
Until we hear from the Governor at St. 
Vineent we believe it would be better to 
Gefer organizing a system of distribution, 
though anything sent to him will doubtless 
be well applied.

DANISH GRUISER’S 
WORK OF RESCUE 


Described by One of the Officers 
of the Valkyrien, 


The Vessel Passed St Pierre Again 
on Wednesday, and the Town 
Then Resembled Pompeii. 


ST. THOMAS, 
15.—The Danish cruiser Valkyrien has re- 
turned here from Martinique. The corre- 
spondent here of The Associated Press has 
had an interview with one of the Val- 
kyrien’s officers, who said: 

“We left St. Thomas the afternoon of 
May 9. The next day, when seventy miles 
from Martinique, the falling volcanic ashes 
became troublesome. We approached the 
island and @iscovered St. Pierre to be burn- 
ing. We made signals to the shore, but no 
replies were received. We then lay off for 
the night and witnessed a remarkable 
spectacle of fire and lightning. Ashes fell 
and detonations were heard. 

‘“‘In the morning we saw the French 
cruiser Suchet and went nearer the shore. 
The ashes became dense as we approached 
and many dead bodies were floating on the 
sea. They were burned and swollen and 
floating in groups, in some cases, of ten. 
The hands were knitted and the limbs were 
cramped, Nearly all the bodies were those 
of white persons. As we approached St. 
Pierre we saw that the town was covered 
with ashes. We then joined the cruiser 
Suchet and the cable repair ship Pouyer- 
Quertier, and together went toward Le Pré- 
cheur. The rain of ashes was heavy and 
shrouded the Suchet. Soon the atmosphere 
cleared up and we ran close to Le Précheur 
and then to Hameau des Sabines. 

‘“‘The boats from all three ships were put 
overboard, and the rescue of people from 
the shore commenced at 11 o'clock in the 
morning. We were all covered with gray 
ashes, our eyes were weeping, and the 
heat was intolerable. Some of the negroes 
came out to us in small boats; they were 
nearly naked, and some of them were 
laughing, while others were crying. 

‘Some of them carried chairs with them, 
while others brought dogs and kittens as 
all their property. Their wooly hair was 
thick with ashes. Several big pans on board 
our ship were filled with cooked food and 
ylaced on deck; they were soon surrounded 
os a crowd of chattering natives. a 

“The negroes were all saved by 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, except a few who refused 
to leave the land. At this hour the Suchet 
sigralied ‘the operation is over; thank 
you.’ The Suchet then steamed away in 
the direction ot Fort de France. But our 
boats had not yet all returned to the ship; 


we were still waiting for the last one when 
there was a tremendous report from_ the 


second report. 

These explosions caused great excitement 
on shore and our last boat returned to us 
bringing the remainder of the negroes, in- 
cluding those who had previously refused 
They had been frightened by the

reports, and, jumping into the sea, 
swam out to the boat. 

“We saved 600 people from the north 
side, where, on account of the wind, there 
were not so many ashes. We take great 
pride in the fact that the Danish fla 
was the first foreign one at the scene o 
the disaster. We proceeded to Fort de 
France, and landed there the people we 
had rescued, as well as some provisions, 
At Fort de France a Government official 
came on board the Valkyrian and thanked 
us all for what we had done. The Suchet 
returned to St. "Pierre and secured the gold 
from the bank at Martinique. The coins 
had melted together. 

‘‘ Yesterday, May 14, the officers of our 
ship attended mass at Fort de France, and 
we left there to return here the same day. 
We passed St. Pierre at noon. The British 
steamer Roraima was still burning; she 
appeared to be aground. Mont Pélée was 
still smoking, and the town of St. Pierre 
now resembles Pompeii. We saw a black- 
ened wreck which we thought to be the 
cable repair shtp Grappler. 

“It is estimated that the volcanic dust 
from Mont Pélée was thrown seven miles

EARTHQUAKE AT ST. THOMAS. | 


Slight Shock on Tuesday—Volcanic 
Dust Believed to be Falling 
on the Island. 


THOMAS, Danish West Indies, 
May 15—4 P. M.—Some apprehension has 
been felt here since Tuesday, when a 
slight earthquake was experienced. 

For some days past the atmosphere at 
St. Thomas has been heavy and misty. 
To-day these conditions were greatly in- 
creased, and the hills of the island had 
a whitish appearance. It is supposed 
that volcanic dust is falling upon them. 

It is supposed that the fires which 
were recently seen in the direction of 
Fort de France resulted from the burn- 
ing of bodies on Martinique. 


SUPPLIES FOR A MONTH. 


Carried to Martinique Sufferers by the 
Dixie and the Sterling. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—It is stated at 
the War Department that the supplies and 
stores shipped to Martinique and St. Vin- 
cent on the cruiser Dixie from New York 
and on the collier Sterling from San Juan 
undoubtedly will be sufficient to meet. the 
urgent needs of the suffering people for 
fully a month to come. The present efforts 
of the Government officials are directed to 
supplementing the food supplies contrib- 
uted by the people, so as to make them im- 
mediately available, and to devise a sys- 
tem of distribution. 
Secretary Root has authorized the offi- 
cers of the Commissary Department at New 
York to purchase any additional supplies 
that may be necessary to supplement those 
contributed by private pereces for ship- 
ment to the scene of the disaster. 
The Government already has expended a 
litle over $100,000 of the available ~ a 
priation of $200,000, and as much of the 
lance as necessary will be utilized. 
The Administration anticipated the action 
of Congress in providing for the immediate 
relief of the situation, with the result that 
the Sterling sailed from San Juan with 
supplies within five hours from the time 
the appropriation became available, and the 
Dixte sailed from New York with addi- 
tional supplies in exactty twenty-nine hours 
after the President signed the act making 
the appropriation. These two vessels carry 
more than thirty-six days rations for 50,000 
people, together with a proportionate 
amount of clothing, tentage, and other arti- 
— needed by the sufferers from the dis- 
aster.

GLASS FACTORIES SUSPEND. 


Closing of Factories Will Be Followed 
by Advance in Prices.

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 15.—Reports 
were received at headquarters of the Win- 
dow Glass Workers’ Association that all 
factories that commenced making glass 
Sept. 15 had suspended operations to-day. 

Secretary Paul St. Peter stated that the 
Wage agreement with the manufacturers 
called for an eight months’ fire, and that 
none of the factories would be allowed tc 
exceed the time limit. The factories of the 
American Window Glass Company have 
made arrangements to close May 24. 

It is stated by local jobbers that the 
stocks of giass in the warehouses of the 
producing companies are much less than 
the trade has been led to expect. The 
early close of the factories will be fol- 
lowed by a substantial advance in the price 
of window glass. The jobbers will be bene- 
fited more generally than the manufac- 
turers. 


HARTFORD ENDS HER CRUISE. 


J. Blumberg, a Brooklyn Boy, Died of 
Heart Disease in Barbados. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 15.—The 
United States training ship Hartford 
reached New Orleans to-day after a cruise 
of four months and a half in tropical wa- 
ters. During the cruise but one member of 
the ship's crew died, J. Blumberg, a Brook- 
lyn boy. Blumberg was burled at Barba- 
dos with military honors, the British gar- 
rison furnishing a firing squad. 

“We sailed from Newport,’ said Com- 
mander Reeder, when asked for a statement 
of the vessel's movements, “‘on Feb. 3, 
heading for the Barbados. We reached our 
destination on Feb. 23. 

“At Colabra we met the North Atlantic 
Squadron, and sailed down with the squad- 
ron to San Juan, Porto Rico, the Hartford 
keeping up with the battleship very easily. 
We went Tato San Juan Harbor, remaining 
five days. Then we sailed for New Orleans. 
The trip to this port took fifteen days, 
1,300 of the 1,500 miles being made under 
canvas alone. 

“The cruise,” 
answer to a question, “ has been singularly 
free from mishap. The health of every one 
aboard, officers and crew, has been exce!}- 
lent. There has been no sickness, and the 
single death which has been recorded was 
due to heart disease, the victim dropping 
dead as he was standing in the launch. 
Our trip from Porto Rico was pleasant. 
The winds were light throughout the voy- 
age, and this delayed us a triffe, but we 
reached the mouth of the river about the 
time I had figured on."

Civic Bodies in New York Co-operating 
with the United States Govern- 


ment—Supplies for the 
Buffalo. 


New York City, through many of its 
civic bodies is doing a vost amount of 
work in procuring funds and supplies for 
the relief of the thousands of sufferers by 
the volcanic eruptions in the West Indies.

Referring to the announcement of the Secretary 
of War that contributions for destitutes at Mar- 
tinique will be received by Major D. L. Brain- 
ard, United States Army, it is requested that all 
supplies be delivered, free of any expenses what- 
soever, at Pier 15, Brooklyn, opposite Wall Street. 
Small packages may be delivered to the United 
States Subsistence Storehouse, 20 South Street. 

It is suggested that stores liable to deteriora- 
tion within one month be not sent. All! articles 
should be well packed and contents plainly 
marked on the outside of each package, to save 
necessity for opening. All barrels should be full- 
head lined, boxes strapped, bundles well and 
strongly wrapped. 

Delieveries may be made daily, Sundays except- 
ed, between 8 A. M. and 5 P. M., and should be 
addressed ‘‘ Destitutes at Martinique, care of 
Major D. L. Brainard, United States Army.”’

The Chamber of Commerce continued its 
good work.

He said that the girl had told 
him that as she lived in a lonely part ot 
Fiatbush she carried the revolver for self- 
rrotection. 

Jeseph Wilson said he had first met the | 
girl at the Haymarket dance hall. Subse- 
quently she told him that she loved Brooks 
and was jealous of him. Brooks had met 
her on Dec. 27, 1001. 

Mre. Brooks jumped up from her seat 
among the spectators and cried out: 

** Coroner, please hear me. That was the 
night my boy was drugged, and we did not 
find him until the next day.” 

“J can verify that,"’ said T. C. 
Brooks's partner. 

There was considerable excitement, which 
was subdued by the court officers.

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PROMPT RAPID TRANSIT 
FOR ALL BOROUGHS 


Commissioners Order Plans 
Drawn for Complete System. 


Offers 
Money for any Tunnels the City 
May Wish to Build. 


August Belmont to Provide 


Chief Engineer William Barclay Parsons 
was requested by the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners yesterday to make a report in- 
voiving the building of a complete system 
of roads connecting all the boroughs, and 
August Belmont, whose money is back of 
the building of the present subway, has 
formally offered to provide the money for 
any tunnels the city may wish to build for 
itself in the future. 

Mr. Belmont's offer is to provide the con- 
struction funds for additional tunnels out 
of interest accruing from the bonds of the 
corporation that is to operate the under- 
ground railroad in the subway that is now 
being burrowed from the City Hall to the 
nerthern confines of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. He proposes that the city take ad- 
vantage of this suggestion on condition that 
the said operating bonds are to be converti- 
ble into city bonds at the pleasure of the 
City Government. 

As is well known by those who have stud- 
fed the rapid transit situation, such an ar- 
rangement is impossible under the laws 
that ,exist to-day. It is necessary before 
the city can get Mr. Belmont to build roads 
for it with his own cash that the Legisla- 
ture pass a new law. The arguments of 
those who favor the scheme, however, is 
that the city cannot lese anything by en- 
tering into such a compact with the proper 
safeguards, If the city is to own the tun- 
nel eventually, it is argued, it matters lit- 
tle who disburses the money at the start. 

The plans that Mr. Parsons will prepare 
fn accordance with yesterday’s request of 
the board involve an expenditure of at least 
$50,000,000. That was what he said last 


night. The figure, he emphasized, was the 
minimum. 

Although Controller Grout has not yet in- 
formed the board of the exact condition of 
the city’s debt limit, as he is to do shortly, 
every one knows that the city will not be le- 
gally able to spend out of its own coffers 
any such sum as $50,000,000 for a very long 
time. If the authorities cannot put through 
some legislation permitting them to enter 
into an arrangement similar to the one Mr. 
Belmont is willing to sign, then the build- 
ing of the rapid transit tunnels needed to- 
day will have to be postponed. 

Building subways on th* city’s money, 
it is said by those who kiiw, will be far 
slower than the estimated growth of traffic 
within the next few years. If the limit is 
etrictly adhered to the great system con- 
templated by the board will have to be fin- 
ished piecemeal. If it is finished on pri- 
Vate funds, with the provtso that the city 
shall eventually own it, it can be done 
years earlier, and yet the city will ulti- 
mately control it, just as though the mu- 
nicipal government had built it at the be- 
ginning. The difference will be that the 
city will do the paying in piecemeal. 


CORRESPONDENCE ON THE PLAN. 


Mr. Belmont’s offer was forwarded to the 
board on Feb. 13 last, but its significance 
Was not generally apparent until yesterday, 
when Alexander E. Orr, the board's Presi- 
dent, sent to Mr. Parsons a letter outlining 


the proposition to prepare for a great traf- 
fic system in all boroughs. When the two 
letters, Mr. Belmont’s and Mr. Orr's, are 
read together the inference is obvious. 

Mr. Belmont’s letter of February was as 
follows: 


Alexander E. Orr, Esq., President ofgthe Board 
of Rapid Transit Railroad Commissioners, 320 
Broadway, New York: 

It is apparent from the most recent reports of 
the Controller, which have come to the notice of 
the Rapid Transit Subway Construction Com- 
pany, that on account of the approximation of 
the city debt limit to the constitutional limit the 
Rapid Transit Railroad Commission will not be 
able for a long time to do any more than author- 
ize the Brooklyn extension, even if it can do 
that at an early day. 

It appears to the Rapid Transit Subway Con- 
struction Company that the development of rapid 
trarsit in New York City must necessarily suffer 
seriously and meet at the outset a check to its 
growth which public sentiment would view with 
much disfavor. 

The Operating Company, which will shortly be 
organized, representing the same interests as the 
Subway Construction Company, will be prepared 
to construct extensions and connections with its 
own capital ahd credit, provided the means and 
methods can be arrived at for doing so. I sug- 
gest as a plan, approved by our Executive Com- 
mittee, that such extensions and connections can 
be built on bonds of the Operating Company, 
which necessarily will have to bear a bigher rate 
of interest than the city bonds, convertible into 
city bonds at the option of your commission, the 
construction being in all details conducted pre- 
cisely in the same manner as the present work is 
being done and becoming a part of the system as 
a unit.

ognize the wisdom of development of the rapid 
transit facilities of Greater New York and of the 
use of its street property t 
poses upon a general and far-seeing plan. Rapid 
transit franchises, it Is now believed, ought to 
be granted with reference to a systematic treat- 
ment of the subject under the guidance or initia- 
tory contro] of a single body like this board, with 
a tenure sufficiently long to assure not only the 
adoption of a comprehensive programme, 
also, at least in part, its execution. 

This idea was embodied in the present Rapid 
Transit act, providing as it did not only for 
municipal construction of new rapid transit rail- 
roads, but also for the grant of rapid transit 
franchises to companies operating existing lines. 
The idea has been more clearly impressed upon 
the public mind by recent legislation. The 
amendment of Section 32 (the so-called ‘* Penn- 
sylvania Rallroad’’ act, recently approved by 
the Mayor and the Governor) has made clearer 
the power and, as I think, the duty of the board 
to prépare for the city a sound and liberal pro- 
gramme of rapid transit extension. The great 
public favor with which the veto by the Gov- 
ernor, upon the recommendation of the Mayor, 
of the so-called New York Central Terminal bill 
has been received has rendered it still more im- 
probable that the city will abandon the general 
theory of the Rapid Transit act. 

When the present board took up the study of 
the problem its jurisdiction was confined to the 
present Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
and it then proposed a general plan, with a 
central route along Broadway to Fourteenth 
Street, and from that point, with direct exten- 
sions, toward the northern limits of the city, one 
on the east side along Fourth and Park Avenues 
and the other on the west side along Broadway 
and the Boulevard. That plan was disapproved 
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
chiefly upon considerations of expense; and the 
maximum limit of $35,000,000, which {t was un- 
derstood that the court might approve, compelled 
the board to place the point of departure of the 
east side line from the main iine as far up town 
as One Hundred and Fourth Street. 

When the plan now under construction was 
adopted the board was careful to announce that, 
because of the constraint thus placed upon its 
action, it formed only w part of a more compre- 
hensive system which the board intended to lay 
out as soon as the financial condition of the 
city should permit. In the hope that such finan- 
cial ability is mot far distant, the board instruct- 
ed you at its meeting held on the Ist tnst. to 
submit plans for an east side line connecting 
with the present rapid transit route at Forty- 
second Street and Park Avenue. This instruc- 
tion did not imply a determination of the board 
as to what should be the next rapid transit route 
adopted, but only that the necessities of the up- 
per east side would have to be studied and con- 
sidered, as would also the further claims of 
Brooklyn and the claims of other boroughs. 

The board is almost ready to advertise the con- 
tract for the Brooklyn-Manhattan extension al- 
ready adopted. It has. at the request of the 
Mayor, begun the consideration of a comprehen- 
sive terminal system intended to tnclude the 
present Brooklyn Bridge and the bridges num- 

rs 2 and 3 now under construction. It has re- 
ceived from the Pennsylvania Ratiroad Com- 
pany and is now considering an application for 
the grant of a chise for a tunnel railroad 
under the Hudson River, across the Borough of 
Manhattan, under the East River, and connect-

Rapid Transit act and without further legisla- 
tion, as I am advised, it will also be possible with 
a co-operation of the city authorities upon which, 
I belteve, we may count, for the board upon the 
application of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company, to authorize an en- 
largement of the terminal] facilities of that com- 
pany so as to permit it to make the peremptorily 
needed change of motive power in the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel. I earnestly hope that such an appli- 
cation will presently be betore the board. 

it is thererore clear that the public now has a 
right to expect from this board the preparation 
ot a general and far-reaching system of rapid 
transit covering the whole City of New York in 
all its five boroughs. it was in anticipation of 
that work that the board in January last asked 
the Mayor and Controller for early information 
as to the extent to which the debt limit and 
ether necessities of the city would permit rapid 
transit extension in addition to the Manhattar- 
Bronx and Brooklyn-Manhattan roads, When 
that information shall be received the board will 
be better able to decide where the next rapid 
transit expenditure shall be placed. 

The far-reaching plan 1 have suggested could 
not, of course, be carried out at once, or, per- 
haps, completely carried out for many years. But 
if such a plan be now wisely prepared and the 
streets of New York be dedicated to tunnel rail- 
road purposes with a proper regard to the long, 
and, no doubt, splendid future of the city, two 
things may reasonably be expected. First, that 
rapid transit construction will proceed upon the 
lines so laid down as rapidly as the means of the 
city and the amount of private capital ready for 
rapid transit investment will permit.

The Chief Engineer's report on the 
proper route for an east side tunnel in this 
borough and the Bronx will be submitted 
within a few weeks, but his report on the 
genera! system, above mentioned, will not 
be out for several months. 


THE EAST SIDE LINE. 

That the east side line on this side of the 
river will be the next subway to be built 
after Brooklyn Tunnel No. 1 is taken for 
granted by the officials interested in rapid 
transit matters, Though no one will talk 
for publication on the subject, it has been 


learned on the highest authority that the 
Belmont-McDonala interests will have 
ready detailed propositions about such a 
line within a year. e 

By the time the next Legislature meets 
all the plans of the Commission will be in 
hand, and nothing wil be left but to fix 
upon some scheme for getting money. 

In the meantime work on the Brooklyn 
tunnel contract is being pushed by a sub- 
committee consisting of Controller Grout, 
President Orr, and Commissioner Charles 
Stewart Smith, The Controller said yes- 
terday that plans in concrete form had 
been sent to all possible bidders, so that 
they could examine them and not wait for 
the advertisement for bids. 

“I have found,"’ he explained, “‘ that the 
statute makes three weeks the time in 
which advertisement must be made. The 
contract, therefore, can probably be let 
before July 1.” 

What will be the exact recommendations 
made by Engineer Parsons as to the east 
side line in Manhattan and the Bronx is not 
known. He will not outline his ideas, but 
it has been said that he is considering fa- 
vorably both Lexington and Third Avenues 
as the streets under which the line shall 
rua, The cost of it is to be something like 
$15,000,000. One of the plans that is most 
often mentioned involves connection with 
the original line at Thirty-eighth Street and 
Park Avenue, the easterly road running 
thence to Lexington Avenue, up that street 
to the Harlem Kiver, then under the water 
and again meeting the old line somewhere 
in One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street, 
near Third Avenue. 


BRIDGE CRUSH RELIEF HEARING. 


Trolley Company's Lawyer Says Cost of 
Running Cars on the Bridge Ex- 
ceeds Profits by $950,000. 


For the third and last time the Board of 
Rapid Transit Commissioners held a public 
hearing yesterday afternoon on the subject 
of terminal relief for the Brooklyn Bridge. 
The Martin plan, or the latest scheme for 
connecting the new and old bridges by an 
elevated structure on this side of the river, 
was the principal topic. 

Frank B. Beers,a broker of Brooklyn, said 
the Centre Street route would cut off light 
from merchants’ stores along the way. The 
facilities at the Brooklyn end of the bridge, 
he urged, were what should be thought of, 
and his idea was that a system of grades 
for incoming and outgoing trains at each 
en. was the proper plan. He wanted an 
underground station on this side, situated 
neat the station of the subway. 

Julien T. Davies talked in behalf of the 
Multiple Steel and Traction Company, ex- 
plaining the benefits of that firm's moving 
sidewrlks. Under the present conditions, 
said the speaker, 18,000 people were car- 
ried daily across the bridge in seats, 40,000 
being the total number transported. The 
moving sidewalks could carry 75,000 in 
seats, he explained. 

John L. Wells, lawyer for the Brooklyn 
Napid Transit Company, started out by 
saying that the running or cars over the 
bridge cost the company $950,000 a year 
more than they made in profits from run- 
Controller Grout wanted to 
know how much the traffic receipts had 


increased by reason of the right to run to 
this sice of the river Mr. Wells said he 
had not the figures at hand. 

* Would you give the city $950,000 to take 
away your contract from you?"’ asked the 
Mayer, who sat next to President Orr. 

“Oh, no,’ responded the counsel. 

“Ts that $950,000 an absolute 
queried Commissioner Charles 
Smith. 

‘No, no.”’ 

“They give us but one side of the ac- 
counts,’ said Mr, Grout to Mr. Smith, and 
the latter answered, ‘* That's so." 

Mr. Wells said his company paid to the 
city five cents for each trolley car run over 
the bridge, and Mr. Smith brought out the 
fact that the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany was paying the city about $60,000 for 
the privilege of carrying across 40,000,000 
passengers. 

‘‘In my judgment you are paying far too 
littie,"” said Mr. Grout. ‘*‘ That's where we 
differ, Sir,’ was Mr. Wells’s answer, 

“I suggest,’’ said Mr. Grout quietly, 
“that this commission might see what 
other railroad concerns can offer for the

NEW YORK CENTRAL’S TERMINAL. 


Rapid Transit Board Offers to Prepare 
a Proper Franchise. 


At the meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners yesterday President A. E. Orr 
read a letter he had written to the New 
York Central Railroad's President, William 
H. Newman. In it he said: 


I am requested by the Rapid Transit Board to 
ask your attention to the amended form of Sec- 
tion 32 of the Rapid Transit act, and to Its rela- 
tion to the enlargement of termina) facilities of 
your railroad in New York, more especially with 
respect to the substitution of some new motive 
power in place of steam for your trains operat- 
ing In the Park Avenue tunnel. 

The board is advised that, without further leg- 
islation, this section of the Rapid Transit act, as 
amended, is sufficient with the co-operation of 
local authorities, under laws now in force, to 
enable the board, if your company shall see fit 
to make application, to prepare a sufficient and 
proper franchise for such extension of your 
terminal facilities. 

If your company shall care to consider this sug- 
gestion, I am authorized to say this board wMl 
appoint a committee to take up the matter with 
representatives of your company. 


Spitting on the Sidewalks Forbidden. 

As the result, of a communication re- 
ceived by President Lederle from Dr. Her- 
mann H. Biggs. the medical officer of the 
Board of Health, at its meeting yesterday 
amended its code so as to forbid spitting on 
sidewalks. In his letter, Dr. Biggs said: 

“A grave feature of the pollution of 
public places of assembly and public con- 
veyances is the inevitable transmission of 
the always objectionable and dangerous 
materia! on the footwear, clothing, and 
particularly the skirts of women, into pri- 
vate houses, where it is‘a constant menace 
to the welfare of the occupants whose at- 
tempts to maintain salubrious conditions 
are rendered futile.

Alfred Epstein Refuses to Answer

ALBANY, May 15.—Former Supreme 


Court Justice Judson S. Landon, as referee, | 


to-day began an investigation, under the 
provisions of the Donnelly anti-trust law, 
to determine whether or not an illegal com- 
bination to manipulate the price of meat 
exists between the large packing houses of 
the West. 

Attorney General John C. Davies, with 
Attorney J. Newton Fiero as counsel, ap- 
peared on behalf of the State. The wit- 
nesses whom the Attorney General sub- 
poenaed for to-day are Andrew W. Ger- 
lock and George B. Cohen, dealers in beef; 
D. W. Meredith, a former manager of a 
Western beef packing establishment, and 
Attorney Alfred Epstein, all of New York 
City. 

Subpoenas are also in the hands of 
agents of the Attorney General to be served 
on Arthur Colby, who it is said acted as 
agent for the packers in fixing prices to be 
charged for beef, and for the business man- 


agers and representatives in thid State of 
Armour & Co., the Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany, Nelson Morris & Co., Swift & Co., 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, and the G. H. 
Hammond Company. hese corporations 
do business in this State as foreign corpora- 
tions under section 15 of the General Cor- 
poration law. 5 

The hearing was begun at 10:30 o'clock. 
Attorney General Davies announced that he 
had received a request from attorneys rep- 
resenting the firms affected to defer the 
proceedings, and announced that he was 
willing that it be granted. Justice Landon 
refused the request for an adjournment, 
but agreed to a short recess. 

When the hearing was resumed at 12:30 
it was announced that Philip B. Adams and 
Albert B. Boardman appeared for Armour 
& Co. Mr. Fiero objected to their appear- 
ance, raising the point that Armour & Co. 
were not specifically named in his com- 
plaint and that Messrs. Adams and Board - 
man should specifically state the names of 
the persons they appeared for. Justice 
Landon ruled that the appearance should 
be allowed for the present, but that the ob- 
jection could be renewed later if desired. 

Andrew W. Gerlock was the first witness 
called. He said that he resided at 62 West 
One Hundred and Ninth Street, New York 
City, and that he had conducted a meat 
market at 2,733 Broadway, New York, for 
twenty-seven years. He testified that he 
knew and had had dealings with Armour & 
Co., Cudahy Packin Company, Nelson 
Morris & Co., Swift Co., Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger, and G. H. Hammond Co. 
He Stated that six months ago the price of 

Straight beef"’ was $8 per hundred 
pounds, while at present it varied from $11 
to $12 per hundred. The same rule he de- 
clared held good with other kinds of meat. 
This advance he swore was made simul- 
taneously by all of the firms mentioned. 
He said that_he had had a dispute with the 
manager of Swift & Co. regarding payment 
for beef delivered, and that thereafter he 
could not procure beef from any firm in 
New York City without paying for it in ad- 
vance. He declared that Michtel Mulcahey, 
an agent for Swift & Co., had told him that 
he was on the “ black list,”” and would be 
kept there until he settled his dispute with 
the firm. This condition, he declared, ex- 
isted for ten days, when the matter was 
settled. Witness was asked if he knew of 
any concerns who were not in the combine. 
He declared that Adams & Co. and the St. 
Louis meat companies were not. 

Alfred Epstein, a New York attorney, was 
called. Mr. Fiero asked him if it was true 
that he had in his possession letters and 
communications with reference to the oper- 
ations of the beef combine. He said he 
had not, although he had seen what pur- 
ported to be a book containing communica- 
tions which passed between Mr. Cudahy 
and and _ his confidential man, E. L. 
Hughes. The book had never been in his 
possession. It belonged to a client. He 
declined to name his client, claiming that 
his knowledge was in the nature of a con- 
fidential communication between an attor- 
ney and a client. 

Justice Landon ordered him to answer. 
He again refused, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral asked that he be adjudged in contempt. 
The witness then stated that the Federal 
Government now had possession of the al- 
leged evidence, and asked again that the 
question be not pressed. 

Attorney General Davies renewed his mo- 
tion that the witness be declared in con- 
tempt, but consented to an adjournment 
until 2:30 o'clock, in order that Mr. Epstein 
could prepare a brief showing why the 
question was not a proper one. The ad- 
journment was ordered. 

When the hearing was resumed at 2:30 
o'clock Mr. Epstein stated that he had 
promised to give the Attorney General and 
the referee the name of the person who 
had the book, and also to see that the 
Attorney General's office was given an 
opportunity to inspect it in the near future. 

Attorney General Davies then handed the 
referee a telegram asking that the examina- 
tion of D. W. Meredith, who was formerly 
a manager for Swift & Co. in New York 
City, and for Armour & Co. in some other 
place, the name of which was not devel- 
oped, be postponed for at least a week 
because of the fact that his testimony 
might seriously embarrass the action which 
has been begun on behalf of the Federal 
Government. As a result of this request 
the hearing was adjourned for one month. 

It developed at the close of the hearing 
that the Attorney General had commenced 
another action against the alleged beef 
combine. It is taken directly before Jus- 
tice Chester, and is similar in every respect 
to that before Referee Landon, except that 
only the general Eastern managers of the 
various packing companies and Arthur 
Colby have been called at witnesses. They 
have been subpoenaed to appear in Jus- 
tice Chester's chamber to-morrow morning 
at 10 o'clock, when the proceedings will be 
begun. The reason that this case is brought 
directly before Justice Chester is that doubt 
exists as to the power of a referee to pun- 
ish for contempt. and it is intended that 
the witnesses called shall be compelled to 
testify regarding facts known to them. 


J. N. BARR’S NEW POSITION.

He Is the inventor of a 
process of casting car wheels and several 
devices in use on rolling stock.

Contracts Aggregating $1,000,000 
Awarded at Pittsburg.

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 15.—Contracts 
were to-day awarded by Chief Engineer J.

DISORDERS DURING THE DAY. 


The consumers of kosher beef, at least 
those who buy it, representing the wives 
and mothers of families of the east side, 
vesterday decided to take the matter in 
their own hands. Nearly fifty women 
were arrested, arraigned in court and fined, 
attacked and forced 
to close, and policemen were assailed with 
missiles, thrown at them by the women 
who formed the main number of the riot- 
ers. 

Not alone were the | oe pe of the 
butcher shops attacked, but those who 
patronized them also met with the mob’s 
fury. The meat which they had bought 
was taken from them, thrown in the gut- 
ters, and stamped upon. Water, kerosene 
oil, and, according to some of the butchers, 
carbolic acid was poured upon the meat 
by the maddened women who from early 
morning till late in the afternoon besieged 
the hundreds of little butcher shops, 

The police of three precincts were kept 
busy. Dozens of patrol wagons filled with 
howling, screaming women, bareheaded, 
and carrying, in some instances, two chil- 
dren in their arms, drew up at the Essex 
Market Police Court. 

Thousands of people congregated about 
the neighborhood of Essex and Grand 
Streets and divided into crowds which held 
indignation meetings protesting against the 
butchers, the police, and the Magistrates 
who had fined them. Hundreds of children 
whose mothers were screaming in the 
patrol wugons chased after them barehead- 
ed and barefooted, weeping and crying 
“Mama! mama!’ while the mothers fran- 
tically tried to break by the barrier of the 
strong arms of the policemen who guarded 
the rear. 

Three times during the day were the 
police forced to charge upon the crowds in 
tront of the Court House. The men and 
women ran in terror from them. The police 
were gentle with the women and patient 
with the men, only waving their sticks but 
not striking any of the people. 

The Hebrew newspapers which appeared 
in the afternoon characterized the out- 
break as little short of a revolution, and 
compared it to the revolutions of this kind 
which have oécurred in Paris in times 
past. 

The trouble was the outcome of the meet- 
ing held on Wednesday night at the Monroe 
Hall, 88 Monroe Street. The women—the 
buyers of the meat—were evidently not 
satisfied with the agreement reached by 
the butchers In their conference with the 
wholesalers. The report had circulated that 
the price of beef would rise, and the people 
who had stood by the kosher butchers, by 
abstaining from meat for three and four 
days, objected to the rise in price. At 
their meeting, which was a stormy one, 
they withdrew their sympathy from the 
butchers, claiming they had established 
among themselves a trust. 

The people arrested yesterday and many 
of their sympathizers say that the kosher 
butchers have raised the price of beef so 
that it is not anywhere within their means. 
Poultry also has risen in price, and they 
are forced to live on vegetables and cereals. 
Kosher beef is now selling from 20 to 24 
cents per pound, and the wurst meat in the 
delicatessen stores from 22 to 26 cents per 
peund. 

Magistrate Cornell told the women 
brought before him that they did not un- 
derstand the condition of the beef market, 
and in the late afternoon, evidently getting 
tired of the long string of prisoners, fined 
them from $38 to $10. All the fines were 
— however, by their husbands and rela- 
tives. 

The attack on the butchers began as early 
as daylight. The trouble began first in 
Monroe Street. The women, as they started 
marketing. had their bundles of meat 
snatched from them and thrown into the 
roadway where hundreds of feet quickly 
trampled and destroyed it. This led to 
many fierce quarrels. 

The police, according to Capt. Thompson 
of the Madison Street Station, where the 
trouble began, were at first very lenient 
with the disturbers. They appealed to the 
women again and again to go to their 
homes, but as soon as the policemen’'s baéks 
were turned the trouble was renewed. Wo- 

walked into butcher's shops on the 
pretense of buying meat, and threw oil 
and other stuffs upon it, making its sale 
impossible. Many of the shops are run 
by women, and this act of the supposed 
customers would lead to scuffles in whic 
gg pulling and scratching were engaged 

n. 

At the meeting held at 88 Monroe Street 
on Wednesday night, Mrs. Sarah Egelston 
of 104 Monroe Street presided, and she 
again was one of the speakers at the meet- 
ing held last night in New Irving Hall. 
Several times yesterday she attempted to 
speak on the streets and finally had been 
locked up and taken to Essex Market 
Court. Magistrate Cornell fined her $10 
and gave her a warning, telling her she 
was one of the inciters of the disturbances. 

At the meting held last night, the speak- 
ers, in adition to Mrs. Eggleston, were Mrs. 
Rose Kinkel of 451 Grand Street and a Mrs 
Joseph Goldman. Fiery denunciations of 
the retail dealers’ alleged greed were made, 
and pickets were appointed to stand in 
front of the kosher meat shops to-day. 

“We will go to Jerome; we will go to 
the Mayor; we will see the wholesalers, 
but we will not allow the retail butchers to 
‘skin’ us and give us bones and stones 
when we are paying for meat,’’ declared one 
of the speakers. “If we can go without 
meat for four days to oy the retail butch- 

we can go without it for a month to 
fight them.” 

This sentiment was greeted with tumultu- 
ous applause. 

Joseph Goldman, President of the Hebrew 
Retail Butchers’ Kosher Guarantee and 
Benevolent Association, said yesterday that 
the stories told of the high prices demane- 
ed by the retail butchers had been exagger- 
ated. He attributes the disturbances to 
two causes; first, the presence in the af- 
fected district of large numbers of social- 
ists and anarchists, and second, to the fact 
that housewives want cheap meat. He 
says the Hebrew housewife does not care 
to pay more than 12 cents a pound for 
meat, and it is impossible to sell it to them 
_ any such price under present condi- 
tions. 


KNIFE BLADE IN HIS HEART, 
NO EXTERNAL WOUND. 


Coroner Jackson has in his possession a 
human heart that is a puzzle to all who see 
it, for it has imbedded in it a fragment of 
a knife blade an inch and a half long, yet 
the body from which it was taken is with- 
out an exterior puncture, and the history of 
the man does not show that he had ever 
swalloped anything of the sort. Besides, 
the steel, which is of good quality, is free 
from rust, and the doctors say that hed ft 
worked its way to where it was found from 
any part of the alimentary canal it woulc 
have been corroded by the action of the 
gastric fluids. 

The heart is that of William Barrett, 
twenty-four years old, af 51 Madison Street, 
a Bowery character, who died in the City 
Hospital on Blackwell's Island Tuesday 
morning from what was supposed at the 
time to be penumonia. He applied for ad- 
mission on May 6. He was suffering from 
alcoholism and was in a greatly debilitated 
state. Soon after he developed all the 
symptoms of the pulmonary disorder. Doc- 
tors at the autopsy were greatly surprised, 
however, to find all the organs in a gen- 
erally healthy condition save that the lungs 
were full of blood Their astonishment 
reached its climax when they discovered 
the knife blade in the heart. Its course 
could be traced past the breastbone, and 
it had penetrated the membranous sack 
enveloping the heart to such an extent as 
to cause a general hemorrhage. The strange 
specimen will be subjected to a careful ex- 
amination at the Board of Health laborae 
tory. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett, mother of the 
patient, with whom he lived, said yester- 
day that she did not believe he had ever 
been stabbed and was sure he had never 
swallowed such a piece of steel during his 
infancy or childhood. She admitted that he 
drank heavily. and that it was quite 
sible that a slight cut and bruise over his 
right eye at the time of his admission to 
the hospital had been received in a barroom 
brawl.

C. A. ALDEN’S SHORTAGE. 


His Embezzlements from Charities De- 
partment, $18,000. 


Commissioners of Accounts Russell and 
| Owens made public yesterday reports to 
Mayor Low of investigations of the Depart- 
ment of Charities during the administration 
of Commissioner Keller. The reports show 
that C. A. Alden embezzled funds of the 
Charities Department through various ac- 
counts to the amount of $18,000 instead of 
originally discovered when Mr.

LEGAL NOTES. 

AGENT ACTING IN A FIDUCIARY CAPACITY, 
—Edward C. Underhill alleged in an action 
brought by him against Nina Jordan and 
Louise P. Jordan to recover for services ag 
their agent under a power of attorney 
during the period from April, 1886, to May, 
1901, that during that time he collected 
$159,109 and increased the corpus of the 
estate he was managing from $87,766 to 
$95,266. He had in his hands when he 
brought the suit $7,955.42, on which he 


claimed a lien for his services. He and 
the defendants, who reside in England, 
had never agreed on a fixed salary, and he 
therefore pleaded that his services were 
reasonably worth what money he had-in 
his possession. He also asked judgment 
for some $5,000, which he said he had dis- 
bursed for expenses. A judgment of the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court sus- 
taining a demurrer to the complaint has 
been reversed by the Appellate Division. 
“Jt is clear from the averments of the 
complaint,’ says Justice Hatch for the 
court, ‘that the plaintiff has established 
that there existed between himself and 
the defendants the relation or principal and 
agent of such a character as constituted 
the plaintiff a quasi trustee for the defend- 
ant, and such relation, within the doctrine 
announced in Marvin vs. Brooks (94 N. Y., 
71) would have enabled the defendants to 
maintain an equitable action to procure 
an accounting of the plaintiff's acts in 
dealing with the trust funds intrusted to 
his care and management. While it is true 
that the existence of a bare agency is not 
sufficient upon which the equitable juris- 
diction of the court can be invoked, yet 
where the agent's duties are fiduciary in 
character and involve a dealing with trust’ 
funds, he is regarded in the law as a bea 
trustee and may be called to account in a 
court of equity for his management of the 
trust fund, and in such action judgment 
may pass determining the respective tights 
and liabilities of the parties therete,and ad~ 
justing the respective interests of the 
parties in and to the trust fund.” Justice 
Hatch also decides that an agent has a 
lien on money in his hands whenever a con- 
dition exists that would cause him loss if he 
parted with the funds. J. Alexander Kooneg 
appeared for the appellant and Joseph G. 
Deane for the respondent.

FARMING WITHIN THE MEANING OF THE 
BANKRUPTCY LAW.—Persons “ engaged 
chiefly in farming” are exempt by the 
Bankruptcy law from proceedings in in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. In a_ proceeding 
entitled ‘‘In the matter of Drake in the. 
United States District Court, South Caro- 
lina,’’ the issue was whether, the defendant 
was a farmer. It was shown that the sta- 
tionery used by him in ordering merchane 
dise had the words ‘“‘ Merchant and Plante 
er”’ at its top, and a traveling salesman 
testified that in outward appeataner, &c., 
Drake's place of business did not differ 
from an ordinary country store. The bank.’ 
rupt showed that he lived about ten miles 
from town and had several large planta- 
tions under cultivation. One-third of his 
land was worked by hired labor ,another 
third on shares, and the ro third 
let for a stipulated rental, the defendant 
reserving the general control. Mr. Drake 
bought all the fertilizers and provided the 
plantation supplies. For this purpose he 
kept what he called a “ little commissary,” 
selling a few goods to outside parties, Tie 
and his brother had been engaged in a mer~ 
cantile business on the same premises some” 
time before, which had ended in failure, 
Mr. Drake explained the printed letter 
heads by saying that he thought they 
“looked nice.’’ A bank President testified 
that he loaned the defendant about $5,000 
a year for his os business and noth- 
ing for his mercantile business, and that he 
regard@™ Drake as engaged chiefly in farm- 
ing. Merchants testified to selling him» 
goods for family use and his neighbors said. 
they regarded him as engaged chiefly in 
farming. The court held that Drake was a 
farmer and not subject to involuntary 
bankruptcy.

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REY. DR. VAN DYKE 


ELECTED MODERATOR 


Chosen by Presbyterian General 
Assembly on Second Ballot. 


Proposal to Make the Vote Unanimous 
Opposed—Dr. Minton Preaches on 
the Church’s Position. 


That element of the Presbyterian Church 
Which calls itself liberal on the subject of 
creed revision achieved what its adherents 
considered a notable victory in the first 
skirmish of the General Assembly which 
convened at the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church by electing as Moderator of the 
body for the coming year the Rev. Dr. 
Henry van Dyke of Princeton, N. J., 
acting pastor of the Brick Church of this 
city. 

Dr. Van Dyke's election appeared to be 
the resultant of an odd series of circum- 
stances rather than the outcome of a vig- 
orous campaign such as was waged in be- 
half of such candidates as the Rev. Dr. 


Howard IJduffield of this city, the Rev. Dr. 
ht. S. Holmes of Pittsburg, and the Rev. 
David R. Kerr of Omaha, Neb. The other 
candidate, in whose behalf there was no 
active preliminary canvass—the Rev. Dr. 
James D. Metfat of Washington, Penn.— 
ran second in the voting to Dr. Van.Dyke. 

lt was known only two days ago that 
Dr. Van Dyke was to be a member of the 
Assembly, for he had been elected only 
as an alternate. It was not till yesterday 
morning that it was decided who was _ to 
present his name. And the fact that his 
name was seconded by the Rev. Dr. Her- 
rick Johnson of Chicago was prompted 
only by the accidental fact that he had 
been asked yesterday morning if Dr. Van 
Dyke was sound theologically. 

The Rev. Dr. William R. Taylor of 
Rochester, N. Y., who nominated the suc- 
cessful candidate, animadverted upon the 
character of the campaign which had been 
waged in favor of some of the other can- 
didates. g 

“Dr. Van Dyke stands for no party or 
clique,”’ he said. ‘‘ There has been no cam- 
paign in his favor. If you elect him it will 
be a return to the old methods which ante- 
dated those which, however honorable in 
themselves, many of us regard as having 
no place in connection with choosing the 
chief presiding officer of the Presbyterian 
Church.” 

At this there was loud cheering. In fact, 
at the first mention of Dr. Van Dyke's 
name, it was seen that he was a popular 
favorite. It required two ballots to reach 
a conclusion, however. After the nominat- 
ing was all done, the Rev. Dr. Wilson 
Phraner withdrew his name, and the nom- 
inees remaining were called upon to vote 
and withdraw. Dr. Van Dyke voted for 
Dr. Moffat, Dr. Moffat for Dr. Holmes, 
Dr. Duffield for Dr. Kerr, Dr. Holmes for 
Dr. Moffat, and Dr. Kerr for Dr. Duffield. 


RESULT OF THE BALLOTS. 


There were then two viva voce ballots 
taken. The result of the first was: Dr. 
Van Dyke, 217; Dr. Moffat, 144; Dr. Holmes, 


90; Dr. Kerr, 86; Dr. Duffield, 61. Nearly 
all the delegations split up in their voting, 
the younger men as a rule voting for Dr. 
Van Dyke. The Middle West men were 
quite loyal to Dr. Kerr, while the Pennsyl- 
vania ment divided their votes between Dr 
Holmes and Dr. Moffat. The New York 
and New Jersey delegations were about 
half and half for Dr. Van Dyke and Dr. 
Duffield. 

Before the second ballot was taken there 

was a hurried consultation between the 
Rey. Dr. Robert R. Booth, who presented 
the name of Dr. Duffield, and the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph J. Lampe, who nominated Dr. Kerr, 
and it was decided to withdraw both these 
names in the hope that the Kerr and Duf- 
field men would swing over to Dr. Moffat. 
But the plan miscarried, and about half 
those who voted for Drs. Holmes, Duffied, 
and Kerr on the first ballot went to Dr. 
Van Dyke's support, the result of the bal- 
loting being: Dr. Van Dyke, 298; Dr. Mof- 
fat, 227; Dr. Holmes, 49. : 
‘“ What the Kerr men meant by voting for 
Dr. Van Dyke, I cannot understand,’’ the 
Rev. Dr. Lampe said to a friend after the 
session. 

That there was very bitter opposition to 
Dr. Van Dyke was shown when a motion 
was made Ly a Holmes supporter to make 
Dr. Van Dyke’s-election unanimous. There 
was a loud.voliey of noes, whereupon the 
Rev. Dr. Henry C. Minton, retiring Moder- 
ator, said, smiling: 

‘‘ By a majority vote the motion to make 
the election vnanimous is carried.” 

Dr. Herrick Johnson and Dr. William R. 
Taylor were then appointed to escort the 
Moderator-elect to the chair. They went 
eut looking tor him, when suddenly Dr. 
Van Dyke appeared at a side Goor and ran 
up the stairs of the platform, the Escorting 
Committee finding him when he was in 
the middle cf his inaugural address. In ac- 
cepting the gavel, Dr. Van Dyke said: 

“I thank you with all my heart for giv- 
ing me the privilege of standing in the 
place made especially sacred to me by the 
memory of my father. I do not deserve this 
honor, but I imagine many of those who 
voted for me imagined they were voting 
for my father. With your help I will do 
my best to be fair and preside over your 
deliberations in such manner that all that 
is done may be to the benefit of the 
Church and the glory of God.” 

There was a full attendance of Commis- 
sioners when the General Assembly ‘was 
called to order at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon for the election of its presiding of- 
ficer. The electioneering done in the lob- 
bies of the church and on the sidewalks 
preliminary to the call was reminiscent 
of exciting National political conventions. 
The nominating speeches which followed 
were even more suggestive of the same 
kind of a méeting. 

The Moderator, Dr. Minton, adjured the 
Commissioners that in the flow of elo- 
quence which was expected economy. of 
time was worth while, but that didn’t pre- 
vent some of the speakers from taking 
nearly half an hour to present their candi- 
dates. 

NOMINATING THE CANDIDATES. 


The Rey. Dr. H. D. Lindsay of Allegheny, 
Penn., started the speaking by nominating 
Dr. Moffat in a lengthy speech. He 


caused roars of laughter by reciting the 
fact that nearly all the Moderators of re- 
cent years were Western Pennsylvania 
boys by birth, but that Western Pennsyl- 
vania now wanted the Moderatorship be- 
cause one of her own men had never had it. 

Elder Jeremiah Baker placed the name of 
Dr. Phraner before the Assembly. 

" Don't make the mistake always of 
having a young man for Moderator,” said 
Elder Baker. ‘* Dr. Phraner is large-heart- 
ed, firm in the faith, but I don’t believe 
Dr. Phraner is a age man. [Laugnhter.] 
I never knew of but one perfect man—but 
Dr. Phraner is fitted for the Moderator- 
ship."’ [Great laughter and applause.] 

Dr. Robert R. Booth of New York fol- 
lowed with a short speech for Dr. Duffield. 
He said that his candidate represented 
those who “ object to surrendering our old 
system of doctrine. I look out over this 
audience and see men and women converted 
by the doctrines of a hundred years of ex- 
istence, and not by these new notions which 
have converted no one. We _ present as 
the exponent of our faith—Dr. Duffield.”’ 

The presentation of Dr. Van Dyke's name, 
next made by Dr. W. R. Taylor, stirred 
up the first real enthusiasm of the meet- 
ing. Dr, Minton had to check the applause. 
The speaker urged the very great value 
of the services of Dr. Van Dyke as a mem- 
ber of the Creed Revision Committee. He 
quoted from a letter which said that had 
it not been for the notable felicity in find- 
ing the right word possessed by Dr. Van 
Dyke the committee would never have been 
able to present a unanimous report. 

The name of Dr, Holmes was given to the 
Assembly by the Rev. Dr. Samuel C. 
Palmer of St. Louis, who created consid- 
erable amusement by saying that he came 
from “the wild and woolly. West, where 
the buffelos still browse, and where In- 
dians still sprout.’’. He urged Dr. Holmes’s 
acceptability principally because of his 
suceess in raising money to pay off the 
indebtdeness of various boards of the 
Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas Parry of Wilkins- 
burg, Penn., scconded Dr. Holmes’s nomi- 
nation in a long speech. i 

“I want to show you,” said he, “that 
Dr. Holmes would fit the Moderator’s 
chair as neatly as a woman's glove would 
fit her hand. He was sent here by the 
Pittsburg Presbytery with a view to his 
becoming Moderator. [Laughter.] It was 
Delieved in Pittsburg that there would be 
enough justice in this body to do justice 
to Pittsburg.”’ 

Dr. Parry caused the audience to laugh 
time and time again, and each time he 
would exclaim above the laughter, ‘‘ You're 
wasting your time.” Once the Commis- 
sioners attempted to stop him by hand- 
“lapping. but Dr. Minton sternly command- 
ed, “ The Assembly will do itself the honor 
to keep in order,’’ and this quieted things. 
But Dr. Parry started the roaring again 
4n a few moments by declaring that “ the 
earnestness of Dr. Holmes has put a syphon 
in the tear fountain of many an audience.” 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph J. Lampe then 
named Dr. Kerr, and Dr. Herrick Johnson 
came forward to second the name of. Dr. 
Van Dyke. Dr. Johnson himself was loud- 
\y as he ascended the platform. 

e said that there were two reasons he 
ive why Dr. Van Dyke was 

t, that: he was the-son of

his father; second, that he signed the. re- 
port of the Creed Revision Committee along 
with the most conservative men in the dé- 
nomination. 

With a few more secondings, the two 
hours of speechmaking were brought to an 
end. It was almost 7 o'clock before the 
voting was finally ended and Dr. Van Dyke 
took the chair, immediately after which 
adjournment was taken. 


THE OPENING SESSION. 

The opening session of the Assembly be- 
gan at 11 o'clock in the morning, when, 
after short devotional exercises, the retir- 
ing Moderator, the Rev. Dr. Henry C. 
Minton of San Francisco, preached the 


regular Moderator's sermon. His subject 
was: “ The Enduring Mission of Presbyteri- 
anism,” and, in part, he said: 

‘tI make ne!ther defense nor apology for 
denominationalism to-day. For the mo- 
ment I take conditions as I find them, and 
I find that what is needed most of all is 
not re-formation, but recognition; for in the 
visible church of Jesus Christ there are 
bonds that are very real and very vital that 
bind all its parts into a unity that is or- 
ganic and complete. No papal anathema 
can destroy the unity of the church of God. 

“A healthy and generous denomination- 
alism need be no hindrance to the progress 
of the church; it is only a narrow, bigoted, 
relfish sectarianism that hampers its ad- 
vance. To-day we stand on the threshold 
of a new century. New conditions are open- 
ing up; new problems are pressing for so- 
lution. History proves that we have been 
needed in the past, but how is it to-day? 
Are our contributions out of date? Is our 
faith a back number and is the type of 
piety and character which, by the blessing 
of God, the Presbyterian Church fosters, 
unsuited to the conditions of to-day? 

“Any consideration of the mission of 
Presbyterianism would be incomplete if, in 
the first place, it did not note the fact as 
of greatest prominence, that he Presbyte- 
rian Church has always held forth to the 
world a confessional testimony to what 
it believes to be the truth of God. It is 
idle to deny that strong counter currents 
have set in against this position. Doctrine 
is belittled and creed is decried, and many 
echoes are sounding out that the function 
of a church in these last days is to culti- 
vate piety and to quicken the generously 
ethical impulse of men—and to stop there. 

“On the other hand, we devoutly beheve 
that the call is made all the louder by this 
very tendency, for the witnessing work of 
a confessional church. Other communions 
may respond to other calls, but Presbytert- 
anism has ever answered to the rational 
eall of the human mind for the truth of 
God; and if this ministry is to cease to-day, 
then it must be because that call has died 
away. But that call will never die until 
the psychology of the human heart is 
changed, until the truth of God has ceased 
to be the means employed by the Holy 
Spirit in saving men, and until something 
else than the truth shall be able to make 
men free. 

“On this point there is no reason to sus- 
pect that our church is not perfectly at 
one with itself. No man rightly reads any 
movement in the Presbyterian Church to- 
day who supposes that it contemplates for- 
feiting the commission or the character of 
a truth-confessing church. For then why 
should we be concerning ourselves in the 
least to explain, or to modify, or to defend 
the confessions of faith which we vengrate 
as both sacred and true? It is not that we 
should cease to confess; it is that we shail 
take the utmost care to see to it that what 
we confess is in entire and obvious con- 
formity with the revealed truth of God. 
This, and only this, is the meaning of the 
confessional activity in the Presbyterian 
Church at the present time.” 

Immediately after the sermon adjourn- 
ment was taken until afternoon. Last night 
there was a communion service, presided 
over by the retiring Moderator, Dr. Min- 
ton. The assembly meets at 9 o'clock this 
morning, and the order of business will 
bring forward reports of special commit- 
tees. The chief interest of course centres 
in the report of the Revision Committee, 
the result of whose labors has up to the 
present been kept secret. 

There will be an afternoon session from 
2:30 to 5 and a popular meeting in the 
evening devoted to the interests of Sunday 
school work. 


PHILADELPHIA RECORD SOLD. 
William S. Stenger Secures It for $2,- 
874,800 on an Estimated Value of 
$3,151,236.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.--The holdings 
of the Singerly estate in The Philadelphia 
Record newspaper were sold to-day at auc- 
tion for $2,874,800 to William 5S. Stenger, 
representing unknown clients. 

Mr. Singerly owned 9,050 shares out of a 


total issue of 20,000 shares, and 470 bonds 
out of a total of 500, so that the sale to-day 
fixed a valuation of $3,151,236.50 for the 
newspaper. 

The fund arising from the sale will pay 
off all the advances made by the Earle and 
Cook Companies upon the securities; it will 
pay in full all the depositors of the Chest- 
nut Street National Bank, and will reim- 
burse the stockholders for their extra as- 
sessment and for part of their original 
subscription. 

It will also pay $498,000 to the depositors 
of the Chestnut Street Savings Fund, giv- 
ing them a dividend of 35 per cent., in ad- 
dition to the 32 per cent. already paid. 

There were six bidders. James 8S. Mc- 
Cartney, administrator of the Singerly 
estate, started the bidding at $900,000. Mr, 
Henry P. Brown, representing Isaac Cooper, 
former Vice President of the Singerly 
Bank, immediately raised it. Then Adolph 
S. Ochs of New York participated, and the 
price advanced rapidly. W. M. Oler of 
The Baltimore Herald jumped the price to 
$1,000,000, and Mr. Brown stopped. 

The price then advanced in raises of-ten, 
forty. and fifty thousands until $1,700,000 
was reached, when Mr. Stenger made his 
first bid of $1,750,000. At this stage the 
bids were renewed for Mr. Ochs and Mr. 
Oler. Mr. Ochs advanced by stages to 
$1,830,000 for the stock, and retired. The 
competition was now confined to Mr. Oler 
and Mr. Stenger. 

Mr. Oler made his final bid at $2,295,000 
and Mr. Stenger said $2,300,000, at which 
price the stock was struck down to him. 
The 470 bonds were sold to Mr. Stenger at 
120. The valuations upon the newspaper as 
evidenced by the retiring bids of the three 
conspicuous bidders were:

John Wanamaker has issued a formal! de- 
nial that he is personally interested in the 
purchase. An authoritative statement is 
also made that neither William R. Hearst 
nor Frank A. Munsey was represented in 
the bidding or at the auction. 

Mr. Stenger announces that The Record 
of the future will be identical with The 
Record of the past, aiming. however, at 
greater growth and development. 


JOHN CLAFLIN’S DEAL. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 15.—John Claflin 
of New York has purchased an interest in 
the business of Hahne & Co., the largest 


department store in New Jersey. It is pro- 
posed in the near future to form a stock 
company under the present firm name. 

The above statement was given out by 
the firm to-day. One of the members of 
the firm said that they were not as yet 
ready to make any fuller announcement. 
He, however, added: 

“For some time past rumors, some of 
them malicious, have been circulated. It 
became known that something was trans- 
piring, and various stories were set on foot, 
all of them far from the truth, mostly 
harmless. but some calculated to work us 
injury. The business was never better than 
in the past year. There never was a time 
when Hahne & Co. were in the least danger 
of becoming involved in any trouble. The 
business will remain under the same man- 
agement as in the past, but will be on a 
larger scale, and we will widen the scope 
and place the firm on a footing with the 
largest of the New York stores which com- 
pete with us.” 

The firm erected a handsome department 
store building a year ago and moved into 
it last Summer. 


JUSTICE BRADLEY DEAD. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Andrew ¢. 
Bradley, 


one of the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia, 


died here at midnight after a short illness 
from an abscess on the brain following an 
attack of grip. 

Andrew Coyle Bradley was born in Wash- 
ir.gton Feb. 12, 1844. He came of an old 
aristocratic Washington family and his fa- 
ther was a Judge before him. The son was 
educated in private schools, Columbian Uni- 
versity. Washington, and at Harvard. He 
married in 1872 and was appointed an Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court by Pres- 
ident Harrison in 1889. 

He presided over the trial of Henry O. 
Havemeyer, President of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, and directed the 
jury to bring in a verdict of acquittal. This 
aroused much comment. He also presided 
in the Pollard-Breckinridge case. Justice 
Bradley was a member of the Metropolitan 
Club, and moved in high social circles. He 
was an active member of the New York 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, and always 
strongly favored a strict enforcement of t 
Sunday laws. He was an athlete and a 
great lover of music and literature. . - 
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THE CANAL BILL OUTLOOK 


Senators Differ Regarding Its Pas- 
sage by This Congress. 


Beet Sugar People May Be Using Canal 
Question to Retard Senate’s Action 
on Cuban Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Senator Hanna 
professes to believe there will be canal leg- 
islation this session of Congress. When 
asked to-day if he thought the Senate 
would pass a canal bill before adjourning, 
he said:

Five minutes later, another Republican 
Senator, who has as good sources of in- 
formation as Mr. Hanna, in answer to the 
question, “Is there any possibility that the 
Senate will pass an Isthmian Canal bill?” 
said: *‘I don’t think there is the slightest 
possibility of it.. You'll find, if I'm not 
mistaken, that just as soon as the appro- 
priation bills are out of the way, Congress 
will quit work for the Summer.” 

“How about the Cuban Relief bill?” the 
Senator was asked. 

“IT rather think we'll get to_a vote on 
some sort of Cuban relief bill,”’ he replied. 
“It's doubtful, I know that—but somehow 
I look for action. I wouldn't care to wager 
much that we get a bill through, but my 
guess is that we shall do something.” 

Another Senator who was questioned ex- 
pressed the opinion that nothing would be 
done either with the Cuban question or the 
canal question. 

“There’s a tremendous fight in each of 
those inaitters,"’ said the Senator. ** The sa- 
called Administration Senators do not real- 
ize how strong a fight the beet sugar peo- 
ple intend to make against the Cuban bill. 
I may be mistaken, but my judgment is 


that it will be impossible to unite the Re- 
publican Senators on a reciprocity measure 
for the benefit of Cuba. When the effort 
is made, the Philippine bill having been 
“disposed of, to set aside the Canal bill and 
tak: up the Cuban bill, the chances, as I 
see them now, are that the effort will fail. 
The Senate will then proceed with the dis- 
cussion of the Canal bill. But that will not 
mean that the beet sugar people are using 
the canal question as a sort of buffer to 
keep the Senate away from the Cuban 
question. 

“In course of time, I reckon, it will be- 
come plain to all concerned that nothing 
can be gained for either measure by pro- 
longing the session of Congress, and then 
the adjournment will come.” 


CANAL TREATIES ARE READY.

The Negotiations Between This Coun- 
try, Colombia, Nicaragua, and 
Costa Rica Finally Completed. 
WASHINGTON, May 15. — The negotia- 
tions between Secretary Hay and the Min- 
isters from Colombia, Nicaragua, and Costa 
Rica looking to the acquirement of the nec- 
essary rights for the construction by the 
United States Government of either the 
Panama or the Nicaragua Canal have at 
last been concluded, and to-morrow the 
Secretary of State will be able to send to 


the Senate three treaties covering the 
ground. 

The Ministers from Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica were at the State Department to-day 
and were able to announce that the last ob- 
stacles had been removed, so that all three 
treaties will be sent in at once. They are, 
as stated at the department, engagements 
to enter into treaty relations with the 
United States upon the basis therein stated 
after Congress shall have selected a route 
and the President shall have been duly au- 
thorized. 

The draft treaty or agreement submitted 
by Mr. Corea, the Nicaraguan Minister to- 
day, was a revision of a protocol drawn up 
by Secretary Hay in February. It was 
referred to Mr. Corea, who thereupon 
pointed out to Secretary Hay a number of 
instances in which the provisions of the 
agreement clashed with the Constitution 
ot his Government. Mr. Hay modified the 
document somewhat, according to Mr. 
Corea's suggestions, and its tenor then was 
communicated to the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment, which in turn made several more 
alterations and then empowered the Minis- 
ter to present the document in its amended 
form to the State Department. 

The Nicaraguan agreement provides for 
the lease of a strip of land which shall be 
ten miles wide, while a canal is in course 
of construction, and afterward be short- 
ened to six miles. The price stipulated is 
$6,000,000, together with an annuity of 
$25,000, a nominal sum, intended merely to 
serve as a material reminder of Nicaragua's 
sovereignty over the leased land. The 
treaty empowers the United States to use 
the civil police force to preserve peace and 
good order within the belt. No provision, 
it is stated, is made for the pee: ad- 
ministration over the canal belt. In case 
the canal belt is in time of war threat- 
ened by any foreign Government, the Unit- 
ed States is given full power to send either 
her military or naval forces, or both, into 
the canal belt to protect it. 


SUGAR TRUST TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Leavitt of Nebraska Again a Wit- 
ness Before the Senate Cuban 
Committee. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—Heywood C. 
Leavitt of Nebraska continued his testi- 
mony before the Senate Cuban Relations 
Committee to-day. He said if the Sugar 
Trust did not receive all the benefits of 
the proposed concessions to Cuba it would 


be because the trust would make a present 
of the concession to the planters. He re- 
ferred to the action of the trust in reduc- 
ing the price of sugar at Missouri River 
points, and said it was done for the pur- 
pose of destroying the beet-sugar com- 
panies. Mr. Leavitt said that Francis B. 
Thurber of New York, who had given tes- 
timony before the committee, was a paid 
employe of the trust; that he was employed 
by the War Department to gather statis- 
tics, but was discharged on account of his 
bias in favor of the trust. 

Mr. Leavitt said the Sugar Trust in 
holding out to the public the hope and 
promise of cheaper sugar to the American 
consumer if a reduction is made on raw 
sugar coming from Cuba was a direct 
fraud on the people of the United States. 
He charged that the Sugar Trust was un- 
deniably connected with the attempt to 
secure the reciprocity legislation. 

Senator Platt asked Mr. Leavitt if it was 
not a fact that he entertained the opinion 
that the policy of the Government with 
respect to Cuba turned on the controversy 
between the trust and beet sugar men. 
The witness ®eplied that there was only 
one way in view of existing market condi- 
tions In America, and England, and all the 
world, of helping the Cuban planter, and 
that was by putting money in his pocket 
before he goes to America with his sugar. 
But that if it be made a condition of his 
receiving an advantage that he shall sell 
his sugar to the American refiners he will 
never reap the advantage. 


MR. OXNARD’S HARD FIGHT. 


He and Mr. Leavitt Are Energetically 
Campaigning Against the Cuban 
Relief Bill. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Mr. Oxnard and 
his friend Mr. Leavitt are now fighting 
the Administration at the Senate end of 
the Capitol. They are conducting a most 
energetic campaign against the Cuban re- 
lief measure and talk and act as though 
they felt absolutely sure they would come 
out of the campaign winners. 

Both were in the marble room of the 
Senate this afternoon holding conferences 
with Senators who are acknowledged op- 
ponents of the Administration's plans for 
Cuba and with some other Senators who 
belong in the doubtful column. 

Mr. Oxnard has not. charged his views. 
He made his mark when he opened his 
campaign in the House and stuck to it. 
He says the Cubans do not need any relief 
end that he does not intend that they shall 
get any relief at the expense of the beet- 
sugar people of this country. 

If Congress wants to give Cuba some 
money, taken out of the easury, he will 
not raise any objection, although he thinks 
it would be an unjustifiable donation. He 
would give his assent to this sort of relief 
because, as he puts it. the cost of it would 
fall upon the entire country and not upon 
a single am on which could not bear it 
without great distress. 

As Mr. Oxnard is seen in the beautiful 
‘marble room, some Senators say, 


-ippine: 


he acts as though he “owned the whole 
business."" But Mr. Oxnard pays no atten- 
tion to these signs of contempt. He ex- 
pects to “down” the Administration, and 
while he is doing it he feels he can afford 
to be looked upon with disfavor. 


OPPOSES PHILIPPINE BILL. 


Senator McLaurin (Miss.) Declares 
Outrages in the Islands Result from 


Republican Party’s Policy. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—In the Senate 
to-day, Mr. McLaurin (Miss.) addressed the 
Senate in opposition to the Philippine Gov- 
ernment bill. He discussed some of the 
criticisms made of the minority Senators 
because of “ their attack upon the army” 
and because of “their slanders upon the 
army."’ He pointed out that the President 
ami the Secretary of War had issued orders 
‘o prevent the practice of cruelty and ter- 
ture by the American Army in the Philip- 
pines. In so doing he thought they had 
been quite as guilty of slandering the army 
as had the mirority Senators in their ef- 
forts to get at the facts in the Philippines. 

In the course of his discussion Mr. Mc- 
Laurin was interrupted by Mr. Beveridge. 
who inquired: “ Do you disavow that you 
are championing the cause of the Philip- 
pine insurgents? Are you with them or are 
you not.”’ 

The Mississippi Senator replied that he 
could best answer the question by quoting 
from his speech of April 22 on the Philip- 
pine Tarifr bill, when he said: ‘‘ As ong 
as there is a fight between the Unite 
States and the Filipinos my loyalty is to 
the United States and my sympathies are 
With the Americans, regardiess of the 
causes which produce the strife.” 

Mr. McLaurin declared that whatever 
outrages had been committed in the Phil- 
ippines by the Filipinos or by the Amer- 
icans, the policy of the Republican Party 
and its imperialistic tendencies were re- 
sponsible tor those outrages and cruelties 
and infamies. He urged a full and com- 
pe invesulgation of the Philippine situa- 

on. 

Mr. McLaurin questioned the sovereignty 
of the United States over the Philippines 
on novel grounds. He said the law pro- 
vided that a person could not purchase a 
lawsuit. _ He held, therefore, that in all 
reason, justice, and conscience we could 
not acquire, either by purchase or by treaty, 
a territory whose inhabitants were in revo- 
lution—and successful revolution—against 
their then recognized sovereignty. 

“In purchasing the Philippines,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘we purchased only the right of 
criminal aggression." 

Mr. Spooner interrupted to contend that 
the United States had acquired a perfect 
title to the Philippines by the Paris treaty. 

‘Did we have that perfect title on Feb. 
4, 1899, when our trouble began with the 
Pili inos?’’ inquired Mr. McLaurin. 

“We had the right,” responded Mr. 
Spooner, ‘* to whip any troops that attacked 
our forces anywhere under God's heaven.” 
He said, however, that the United States 
title to the Philippines was not perfect at 
that time. 

Among the things which Mr. McLaurin 
declared the Republican Party would have 
to answer for at the Congressional elec- 
tions next Fall were the voracity of the 
Beef Trust, made possible by Republican 
legislation; the appropriation of millions of 
dollars in ship subsidies, and the refusal 
to enact a permanent Chinese exclusion 
ayy enacting instead ‘‘a temporary make- 
shift. 

Mr. McLaurin maintained that it would 
be to the credit and to the honor of the 
Republican Party to abandon “ the abhor- 
rent, the damnable, policy now being pur- 
sued in the Philippines.” 


“WATER CURE” AND WINE. 


Witness Before the Senate Philippine 
Committee Says One Is No Worse 
than the Other. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—Capt. Lee Hall, 
formerly of the Thirty-third Volunteer In- 
fantry, was the witness before the Senate 
Philippine Committee to-day. He was in 
command of a company of Macabebe 


scouts. He said these were deadly enemies 
of the Tagalogs. He had heard of in- 
stances of the water cure, but saw none. 
The water cure, he thought, was no worse 
in its effect than the native vino. The 
Filipino prisoners were treated as well as 
American soldiers, except that they were 
made to work. He said the Filipino was 
not ready for selt-government. 

The witness said that one Macabebe Ser- 
geant whom he had sent out in search of 
guns had told him that he procured them 
by the use of the “‘ water cure.’’ His meth- 
od was to use a buffalo horn as a funnel 
through which to administer water. When 
this incident was reported to Col. Wilder, 
in charge of the scouts, the Colonel had 
said that he did not want to hear any 
more about it. As for himself, he gave no 
orders to cease the water-cure practice. 
The witness was quite sure that this was a 
native, and not an American, invention for 
securing confessions. The witness told of 
@ conversation he had had with Gen. Lawton 
in which the General had said that the 
natives should be treated considerately. be- 
ay “by and by they would be our peo- 
ple.’’ 

Capt. Hall said he had known of cases of 
cruelty on the part of the Filipinos toward 
American prisoners, but that this practice 
had been largely discontinued by the na- 
tives toward the latter part of his stay in 
the Philippines. Speaking of the relative 
mortality in the American and Philippine 
forces in battle he said that generally 
about three natives to one American were 
killed. ‘*‘ The Filipino is a better shot at a 
distance of a mile and a half,” he said, 
‘than at thirty steps.” 

He proceeded, however, to say that there 
is much good in the native Filipinos, and 
that in time they would come to be good 
people. 

Senator Culberson presented a copy of a 
petition from Miss Clemencia Lopez con- 
cerning the interests of the Lopez family 
in the Province of Batangas, which had, 
he said, been presented to the President.. 


WARM DEBATE IN THE HOUSE.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Mr. Vandiver 
(Mo.) sent to the desk and had read a 
statement appearing in The Irish World 
signed by Corp. Richard O’Brien, Company 
M, Twenty-sixth Volunteers, giving alleged 
details of atrocities in the Philippines, the 
killing of native women and babes under 
circumstances of unusual cruelty, including 
the alleged use of dumdum bullets. 

Mr. Vandiver read a letter from -Patrick 
Ford, editor cf The Irish World, saying 
he had talked with Corp. O’Brien, who re- 
affirmed the charges and was ready to 
make an affidavit to them, to be for- 
warded to Washington. The charges were 
too horrible for belief, Mr. Vandiver said 
if they were not substantially borne out by 
official reports of outrages by our forces 
against the natives. When Mr. Vandiver 
asked if any one in behalf of the Admin- 
istration was ready to rise and defend the 
atrocities by American soldiers on natives 
Mr. W. A. Smith (Mich.) retorted with an 
inguiry whether any one on the other side 
of the chamber was ready to rise and de- 
fend the atrocities of natives on American 
soldiers. , 

An exciting passage followed betwee 
Smith and Mr. Vandiver. The latter ro 
serted that atrocities neither on one side 
oo other were defensible.

of this Government. In a letter to the 
President of the United States dated May 
8, 1902, Mr. Bulle says: ‘ During eighteen 
months I have done my utmost to secure 
an investigation of my conduct while Con- 
troller of Customs at Havana, and neither 
Gen. Wood nor Secretary Root nor yourself, 
Mr. President, has considered it worth 
while to clear an honest man’s name from 
slander. 

“All my appeals have been pigeon-holed 
in the War Department. Never has an in- 
vestigation taken place, and the only an- 
swer I obtain is that my case is closed.” 

At the War Department this afternoon 
it was stated that Sefor Bulle was dronped 
from the place he held because in the judg- 
ment of the Governor General and the Sec- 
retary of War the service required his dis- 
placement. No charges were made against 
him, for it was not necessary in order to 
get him out of office to charge anything 
against him. 

There is not the slightest likelihood that 
Sefior Bulle’s letter to the President will 
lead to a reopening of the case. 


PORT BAGGAGE INSPECTION. 


Secretary Shaw Says Revised Regula- 
tions Permit No Relaxation in 
Revenue System. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Secretary Shaw 
issued another circular to-day referring to 
the revised regulations as to baggage in- 
spection. In this circular he says: 

“The department is in receipt of a num- 
ber of letters, which indicate an impression, 
on the part of some persons at least, that 
it is proposed to examine personal baggage 
only when suspicion is aroused. 

“This is erroneous. There must be no 
relaxation in the protection of the public 
revenues, and the smuggler must have no 
easier road to travel than prior to the issu- 
ance of the recent circulars. The sole ob- 
ject of the modifications of the rules was to 
avoid petty annoyances and to give a some- 
what more liberal construction to the stat- 
utory provisions for the admission of per- 
sonal effects. Neither the declaration nor 
actual persona) inspection will be waived, 
nor will the courtesy of the port be ex- 
tended to any persons (other than those 
specified in Department Circular No. 20 of 
March 5, 1901) in such manner as to ex- 
empt from declaration and inspection. 

‘**Let the law be enforced kindly but 
firmly, and let no favoritism be shown in 
the administration of the customs laws.” 


Women for the Personal Baggage Bill.

GEN. SAM LEAVES HAITI. 
Situation in Port-au-Prince Calm— 

Agreement with the Northern Revo- 

lutionists May Be Reached. 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, May 15.—The 
French steamer Olinde Rodrigues sailed 
this afternoon, taking ex-President Sam 
and his wife into exile. 

Gen. Le Conte La Roche, (Chief of. the 
General Staff,) the sons of Gen. Sam, and 
many Senators and Deputies have left 
Port-au-Prince for Gonaives and Cape 
Haitien. 

The situation here is calm. The Presi- 
dential Guard continues to occupy the 
palace, and the Chief of the Guard, Gen. 
Darius Hippolyte, promises to maintain 
order here. The administrative offices 
have been reopened. 

All the cities of the south and west of 
Haiti are acting in accord with the Pro- 
visional Government, which is entitled the 
‘**Committee of Public Safety.”’ 

A number of armed men were ordered 
to-day to plunder the residence of Tan- 
créde Auguste, the ex-MinIster of the In- 
terior, which is situated in the vicinity of 
the French Legation, but the pillage of 
the house was prevented by an energetic 
protest made by the French Minister. 

A delegation, headed by Solon Menos, 
an ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs, and gent 
by the Provisional Government, started 
this morning for Cape Haitien on board the 
steamer Manoel, with the object of en- 
deavoring to arrive at an agreement with 
the leaders of the revolutionary forces in 
the northern part of Haiti and of prevent- 
ing a civil war. It is generally believed 
here that the delegation will meet with suc- 
cess, as it is known that lack of funds is 
preventing the Northern forces from 
marching on Port-au-Prince. 

The Provisional Government iswery much 
incensed against Admiral Killick for having 
left Port-au-Prince with his warships with- 
out the consent of the Government. 


CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, May 15.—The 
Haitien gunboat Créte A Pierrot arrived 
here this morning with Admiral Killick, 
commander of the Haitien fleet, who has 
declared himself in favor of the candi- 
dacy of Gen. Firmin, on board.

court that this was a violation of the pro- 
hibition law. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court, and the decision rendered 
in the case to-day opens up the whole ques- 
ticn again. 

In the decision of the Supreme Court the 
following language is used: ‘ These hold- 
ings, it is needless to observe, render the 
power of the State to prohibit the traffic 
in liquors to large extent nugatory and 
leave the agents of non-resident dealers to 
ply their trade with resident violators of 
the law without effective hindrance, but 
we have only to declare the law as we find 
it. It is proper to add that all these cases 
under the authority of which this appeal 
is disposed of have been decided by a di- 
vided court. 

“The dissent of Justices Harlan, Gray, 
Waite, Shiras, and Brown is supported: by 
very persuasive reasoning and great weight 
of authority, but whatever we may think 
ef the comparative merits of the argpu- 
ments employed, we are in duty beund to 
follow the authoritative pronouncement of 
the court whose decision upon this and. kin- 
dred questions is fina!. Yielding to these 
precedents, wé are constrained to hold that 
the transaction set out in the agreed state- 
ment of facts comes within the definition 
of inter-State commerce and.that as such 
it cannot be made punishable under the 
laws of the State.”

The regular starting place will be the 
Bedford Rest, at the corner of Bedford 
Avenue and Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn, 
but for the benefit of riders from Manhat- 
tan a special division will leave the Bedford 
Avenue Fountain, Williamsburg. at 6:30 A, 
M., in charge of State Centurion P. A. 
Dyer. 

The century run, open to all, to be given 
by the Century Road Club Association on 
Sunday, promises to be the biggest Spring 
run in many years.

INTERCOLLEGIATE ENTRIES. 


Seven Hundred and Twenty-nine Ath- 
letes to Compete in the Champion- 
ships at Berkeley Oval. 

The entries for the intercollegiate cham- 
pionships at Berkeley Oval on May 30 and 
$1 were announced yesterday. The list, a 
formidable one of 720 names, includes the 
champions in nearly every event, besides 
numerous aspirants whose performances 
show champlonship calibre. Michigan has 
failed to send in an entry, and this fact 
may simplify matters, as Harvard and Yale 
are considered to have the best show of 
carrying away the honors, and Michigan 
had several likely men who might have up- 
calculations respecting iuese two uni- 

versities. 

Sixty-nine men have elected to try for 
the one-hundred-yard dash, and of these 
the most prominent is the champion, Ar- 
thur F. Duffey of Georgetown, who has 
shown ability to display his heels to com- 
peiitors both in this country and abroad. 
E. J. Clapp, Yale’s reliance in the hurdles, 
and the only man to win championships in 


two events last year, will defend his titles 
against thirty-eight competitors in the 
shorter event and forty-nine in the other. 
Seventy-nine athictes will strive to wrest 
the championship in the 440-yard run from 
W. Holland of Georgetown, while sixty- 
six will try to dispose of F. M. Sears of 
Cornell in the dash at 220 yards. H. B. 
Clark, the Harvard runner, who won cham- 
jonship honors in the mile race last year, 
Ss not among the entries this year, which 
makes it somewhat easier for the sixty- 
three aspirants in this race. 
B. A. Gallagher of Cornell and 8S. S. 
Jones of New York University are two 
other champions whose names are not 
found among the list of entries, Gallagher 
being absent in the two-mile race for which 
fitfy-five men have entered, and Jones in 
the running high jump. Fifty-two jumpers 
are on the list for the latter event. 
Princeton's representatives stand out 
prominently in the half-mile run and ham- 
mer-throwing contests, in which J. M. 
Perry and J. R. De Witt execclied last year. 
Perry will compete against seventy good 
half-milers and Witt against A. D. Biaw 
of California and thirty-eight others. Plaw 
is capable of throwing the hammer for 
record distances, and the tussle between 
De Witt and himself may result In a new 
record. “ Dick ’’ Sheldon of Yale is missing 
from the shot-put, but Plaw and De Witt 
are included among the forty-three entries 
in this event. Sixty competitors will make 
Cc. W. Kennedy, the only man who secured 
a championship for Columbia last year, ex- 
tend himself in the running broad jump. Of 
the six men who tied in the pole vault 
Princeton has R. V. Moore and A. W. Cole- 
man to look after her honors again. The 
entries in this event are thirty-nine.

Y. MC. A. NAVAL BRANCH 


Dedication of Building Erected by 
Miss Helen Gould. 


Secretary Moody and Admiral Dewey 
Take Part in Ceremonies and 
Make Addresses. 


The new building of the Naval Branch of 
the Young Men's Christian Association, at 
Sands and Churles Streets, Brooklyn, erect- 
ed by Miss Helen Gould, was formally dedi- 
cated yesterday. Exercises were held in 
the morning, afternoon, and evening. 

Pr. Lucien C. Warner, Chairman of the 
International Committee of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, presided. 
With him on the stage were Miss Gould, 
Secretary Moody, Admiral Dewey, Rear 
Admirals Barker and Higginson, Gen. 
Joseph H. Wheeler, Col. J. J. McCook, the 
Rev. Dr. Hillis, the Rev. Dr. Donald Sage 
Mackay, Mrs. Russell Sage, Mrs. E. A. 
McAlpin, St. Clair McKelway, W. B. Mil- 
lar, Gen. John R. Brooke, and Miss Letitia 
Craig O'Neill. 

The two first rows of seats in the audi- 
torium were occupied by marines from war- 
ships now at the navy yard. The exercises 
in the morning were opened with an invoca- 
tion by the Rev. Dr. Hillis. The formal 
presentation of the building to the Interna- 
tional Committee of Young Men’s Christian 
Associations, in whom the title of the prop- 
erty remains, was made by Miss Gould, 
who said: 

** As Chairman of the Dedication Commit- 
tee of the Women’s Auxiliary, it is my 
pleasant duty to formally present this new 
Naval Branch building and its furnishings 
to the International Committee of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, It 
should, perhaps, be clearly understood by 
all that the Naval Branch is not a charity 
in the ordinary acceptation of the term, for 
the sailors who come here will pay for their 
board as in a hotel or boarding house, but 
the building will be devoted to them and to 
their interests, and the sum exacted will 
be moderate. 

“Mr. Chairman, this building represents 
the time, thought, labor, and money of 
many different people. In the name of the 
Women's Auxiligry it is now committed to 
the care of your committee, and we earnest- 


ly hope you will give careful attention to 
its management, in order that the good in- 
tended may really be accomplished. We 
trust the men of the navy may always find 
here a cordial welcome, in a_ well-con- 
ducted establishment, where they will meet 
only good and wholesome influences. I 
have the honor to present you thé keys.’ 

Dr. Warner said: 

**On behalf of the Young Men's Christian 
Association I gratefully accept this mag- 
nificent gift. I can assure the Women's 
Auxiliary that we fully realize the respon- 
sibility this acceptance entails. I promise 
faithfully that we will do everything to 
make this building as useful and valuable 
as it can be made. This is the first build- 
ing for the men of the navy, and it is the 
gift of women. It will always remain to 
the sailors of our navy a bond of affection 
and a tie of veneration for the noble 
Christian womanhood of America.’’ 

Brief addresses were made by William B. 
Millar, Admiral Dewey, Col. John J. McCook, 
Rear Admiral Barker, and Secretary of the 
Navy Moody. 

“It is a great pleasure to me,” said Ad- 
miral Dewey, ‘‘ to be here to-day to witness 
the dedication for American sailors and 
marines of this Beautiful home, the like of 
which is not to be found elsewhere in the 
world. It is both meet and proper that fhe 
provision for them which you have here 
established should be superior to all of its 
kind; for I believe—indeed, I speak know- 
ingly and after much thought—that we 
have in our navy the best in all the world.” 

**‘ Admiral Dewey,’’ said Secretary Moody, 
“has made speeches. before, shorter 
speeches than even this to-day, but fraught 
with great consequences for the politics 
and geography of the world. We haye as 
good ships and as good officers as the 
others, and the best enlisted men of any 
ravy you can-‘name. The navy is to be in- 
creased, both in ships and in men. I hope 
it will be made so large that wars on 
the sea will become impossible.” 

In the afternoon members of the Wo- 
men’s Ayxiliary received friends of the 
organization, who inspected the building. 
At 4 o'clock a rtrait of the late Rear 
Admiral John W. Philip, who was one of 
the most active workers in the interests of 
the Naval Branch, was formally unveiled. 

William Sloane, Chairman of the Army 
and Navy Committee of the International 
Committee of the Young Men's Christian 
Association, presided at the evening exer- 
cises, which were held in the auditorium. 
Several hundred men from the navy yard 
attended, and, as in the afternoon, the 
music for the occasion was furnished by 
the Marine Band from the yard. Brief ad- 
dresses were made by Miss Gould, Mrs. E. 
A. McAlpin, and Rear Admirals Barker 
and Higginson. 

The new building is a six-story structure 
completely equipped. It cost $450,000, and 
was erected by Miss Gould in memory of 
her parents, 


RICHMOND BEACH WILL BE 
USED FOR POOR CHILDREN. 


Charles M. Schwab Says He Will De- 
vote His New Property to Charit- 
able Purposes. 

So many guesses were made regarding the 
plans of Charles M. Schwab, President of 
the United States Steel Corporation, for the 
disposition of the property known as Rich- 
mond Beach, Staten Island, which he re- 
cently purchased, that Mr. Schwab yester- 

day decided to settle the question. 

‘“*T have purchased it,’ said Mr. Schwab, 
“for the benefit of poor and sick children 
of New York. The land comprises about a 
quarter of a mile of fine beach, also a fine 


fresh water lake, a grove, and high land 
reaching back to the Richmond Road. 

“The improvements on the property at 
present consist of a farmhouse, pavilions 
on the ocean shore, pagodas, and a large 
steamboat pier. These buildings will be al- 
tered to suit the purposes of the purchase 
after consultation with charitable institu- 
tions of New York. It is expected that 
from 1,500 to 2,000 children daily can be 
provided for at the beach, and a good time 
will be given to them by means of bathing. 
boating on the lake, rides on donkeys, and 
games. 

“The children will be conveyed to the 
beach probably on a large steamer. Every 
child will receive a good dinner. Mrs. 
Schwab is interested with me in this un- 
dertaking. We shall proceed carefully. 
availing ourselves of the experience of 
charitable organizations. There are no 
marshes near this beach, and I regard it as 
one of the finest properties for the pur- 
pose that could be purchased anywhere. It 
gets the full sweep of the ocean breezes 
across the lower bay, and to get there the 
children will have the benefit of a fine sail 
of an hour or more.”

Mr. Carnegie Would Have Given $20, 
000,000 to Prevent Annexation to 


the United States. 
That Andrew Carnegie’s opposition 


to lead him to make an offer of $20,000,000 
to prevent it has just been disclosed in an 
article written by President George F. Sew- 


ard of the Fidelity and Casualty Company | 


for the monthly bulletin published by that 
company. 
Scme time ago Mr. Carnegie, in an article 


in The North American Review, referred to | 


an interview he had with President McKin- 
ley at the time the occupation of the Phil- 


ippines by the United States was under 
discussion, after which interview President 
McKinley, he says, remarked that Mr. Car- 
negie ‘“‘did not understand the question.” 
A fuller account of this interview is now 
made public by Mr. Seward, to whom the 
facts were given by Mr. Carnegie. Mr. 
Seward says: 

“Mr. Carnegie went to Mr. McKinley 
when the Spanish treaty was pending, and 
said to him that America was in face of 
war in the Philippines; that our people and 
the Filipinos would soon be killing one an- 
other, and he asked to be sent to Manila 
with the fullest authority to declare that 
America desired good things for the little 
brown nien and would soon recognize their 
independence. He said to Mr. McKinley, 
further, that he had the matter so much at 
heart that, if sent on such mission, he 
would himself pay the $20,000,000 called for 
by the treaty.” 

According to Mr. Seward, Mr. Carnegie 
told him of this conversation shortly before 
he sailed for Europe a few weeks ago. 


CATHEDRAL FOR MANILA. 
$100,000 to Build It, with School and 
Bishop's House, Presented to 
Bishop Brent. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Brent, the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Bishop of the Philippines, 
who sails for his post to-morrow, tele- 
sraphed from Boston yesterday that he 
hal been presented with $100,000 in a lump 
sum, to be used in constructing a cathedral, 
school, and Bishop's house in Manila. The 
name of the donor of the money is with- 

held. 

The land upen which the cathedral and 
other buildings are to stand is already 
owned by the Episcopal Board of Missions. 


It is situated on Nozaleda Street, and is cen- 
tral tor diocesan work. Apart from the sum 
already secured, and the land just men- 
tioned, there has been raised also a con- 
siderable endowment fund for the support 
of the episcopate, the Church Club of New 
York alone contributing $16,000. 

This morning at 11 o'clock, in Calvary 
Church, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-first 
Street, there will be a farewell service to 
Bishop Brent. It will consist of celebration 
of the holy communion, followed by an ad- 
dress by Bishop Hall of Vermont, who 
formerly was closely associated with Bishop 
Brent in the work of one of the Episcopal 
orders. Delegations are to be present from 
the Church Clubs of New York and Long 
Island, from the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew, and the Woman's Auxiliaries of the 
New York and Long Islaha@ Dioceses. 

Bishop Brent goes to his new field of 
labor by_ the Suez Canal route. He will 
find in Manila an -€ptscopal chruch, at- 
tended chiefly by the official classes and 
by army and naval officers, and under the 
direction of Chaplain Wakeley of the Unite 
ed States Army.

There is reason to fear that with the 
approach of Summer we shall see a very 
much more general disturbance of the 
relations between the trades unions and 
employers than has been witnessed since 
the beginning of the present period of 
prosperity.

THE VALUE OF NEWSPAPER PROP- 
ERTY. 

The sale of The Philadelphia Record 
at public auction yesterday for the great 
sum of $2,897,000 gives proof of the value 
of an established and prosperous news- 
paper of high character published in a 
large city. The history of The Record 
and its sale demonstrate, moreover, the 
stability of the value of a successful 
newspaper. The Record had exhibited 
large earning power under the man- 
agement of its owner, Mr. WILLIAM M. 
SINGERLY, and that power was not im- 
paired by his financial embarrassments 
and death and the transfer of the prop- 
erty to the control of the Special Master 
Commissioner appointed by the United 
States Circuit Court. In the announce- 
ment made by the Special Master Com- 
missioner it was stated that “the net 
profits for nine years, commencing July 
1, 1892, and ending June 30, 1901, with- 
out deducting interest on bonded in- 
debtedness, averaged for each year 
$242,868.49."" The annual interest charge 
on the bonded indebtedness on $500,000 
at 6 per cent. was $30,000. Deducting 
this, the net profits of the business are 
seen to have been $212,000 annually. The 
period covered by this statement includes 
the five years from 1893 to 1899, during 
which every kind of business was de- 
pressed and profits seriously diminished. 
It must be understood that the personal 
embarrassments of Mr. SINGERLY, not 
those of the newspaper, led to the sale 
of the property at auction. Mr. SINGERLY 
had pledged the stock and bonds of The 
Record Publishing Company as security 
for loans to himself. It was these securi- 
ties that were sold yesterday. It ap- 
pears that 800 shares of the capital 
stock were not included in this sale. 
Estimating their value at the price paid 
for those sold, the total valuation rises 
above $3,000,000. 

The purchase price represents a capi- 
talization of the yearly earnings of 
the property on a basis of about 
8 per cent. This in itself is a solid 
proof of increasing confidence in the 
stability of newspaper property. In the 
purchase of an ordinary manufacturing 
business the ratio of earnings to capital 
is usually estimated higher. 

More than four-fifths of the value of 
The Record is represented by its good- 
will, that is, by the confidence reposed 
in it by its readers and its advertisers. 
The Record is a clean newspaper. Its 
reputation is high, it has been sanely 
conducted, and its influence is exerted 
for good things. It has been quite unaf- 
fected by the wave of “ yellowness,” 
vulgarity, and offensive sensation-mon- 
gering which has swept so many news- 
papers out of the field of respectability. 
In the case of such a newspaper char- 
acter and good-will are interchangeable 
terms. The purchaser who yesterday 
came forward prepared to pay $3,000,000 
for this property would never have in- 
vested so large an amount of money in 
an asset so intangible as good-will had 
he not been well informed of the solid 
value that inheres in the character and 
established patronage of a newspaper 
conducted with the sound judgment that 
has gone to the making of The Philadel- 
phia Record. He knew that the large 
circulation of that newspaper had been 
built up by methods which assured its 
permanency, by the daily exhibition of 
qualities which made the paper indis- 
pensable to its readers and firmly at- 
tached them to it. He knew that it was 
not a class newspaper, but a newspaper 
acceptable to all intelligent men and 
women. Such a circulation is, of course, 
the surest foundation of a great adver- 
tising patronage. Thus the two chief 
sources of revenue which have made The 
Record prosperous are seen to be ample 
and sure, unaffected by transitory con- 
ditions and subject to diminution only by 
folly in the management. It is these 
qualities of character and the resulting 
quality of stability that made The Rec- 
ord worth $3,000,000. 

The sale of The Record is not without 
its lesson for the press of the country.

An interesting illustration of how re- 
forms may be accomplished if under- 
taken in the right way is furnished by 
the success which has attended the ef- 
forts of the Merchants and Manufact- 
urers’ Board of Trade to minimize the 
nuisance and public injury resulting 
from the unnecessary obstruction of the 
streets from the rubbish and débris of 
the subway excavation. At a meeting on 
Wednesday afternoon a committee was 
appointed, consisting of business men 
who have grown tired of asking the 
contractors to remove needless obstruc- 
tions, and such committee was author- 
ized and instructed to take vigorous 
measures to establish the right of the 
people of New York to unobstructed 
thoroughfares. Word of this action 
reached the contractors within an hour 
after it had been taken, and, as Forty- 
second Street had been selected as the 
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place at which to 
form, the contractors realized that it 
would save them trouble if they should 
forthwith get busy. Carts were at once 
set to work removing obstructions, and 
the President of the association was noti- 
fied by letter from the subway engineers 
that the work of clearing up would be 
pushed vigorously. So much for Forty- 
second Street. Now let the association 
widen its sphere of usefulness and give 
equally energetic attention to other 
streets in which vastly more material 
has been allowed to accumulate than is 
either necessary or desirable. A great 
public work like the subway cannot be 
constructed without entailing much pub- 
lic inconvenience, but there is no reason 
why the conditions which exist in many 
streets as the result of the readiness of 
contractors to drop wherever it is most 
convenient for themselves what they 
have no immediate use for should be re- 
garded with good-natured toleration. 
We would, however, remind the Board 
of Trade that less benefit may be ex- 
pected from spasmodic effort than from 
steady pressure all along the line. 

It is a pleasure to say that the relief 
of Martinique has thus far been admira- 
bly managed. The Hon. ABRAM 6S. 
HEWITT, at the meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce on Wednesday voiced the 
intelligent public sentiment on this sub- 
ject when he said: ‘“‘I cannot speak too 
highly of the enthusiasm, energy, and ac- 
tions of our President. To-day as a re- 
sult of what he has done, relief is al- 
ready on its way to the sufferers. Be- 
fore we should have been able to accom- 
plish anything to alleviate the terrible 
relief is at hand. His action 
could not have been better.” This is not 
an exaggeration of compliment. Mr. 
Morris K. Jesup did exactly the proper 
thing in exactly the right way, and, as 
was to have been expected, his asso- 
ciates in the membership of that repre- 
sentative body of New York's best citi- 
zens did what they should have done in 
ratifying and approving the steps taken 
by him. .

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——As soon as the health of Admiral 
Sampson became seriously impaired, which 
was just after the Santiago blockade ended 
in a blaze of glory, the friends, self-select- 
ed and other, of that lamented officer be- 
gan to talk about the disastrous conse- 
quences upon a sensitive nature of criticism 
both adverse and unjust. Since his death, 
ex-Secretary Lone and not a few more 
have asserted without qualification that the 
Admiral was killed by his experience of a 
Nation's ingratitude. The upholders of this 
theory may be interested in some remarks 
on ‘‘ Sentimental Pathology,’’ made by The 
Philadelphia Medical Journal, an authority 
as high as it is reputable. The malady of 
which the Admiral died is first described: 
“ The so-called softening of the brain, with 
hemorrhage, is simply a necrosis of cere- 
bral tissue, caused by an interrupted blood 
supply, which in turn fis caused by thicken- 
ing and obstruction of the cerebral art- 
eries.”’ Then, after admitting that it was 
natural enough for the public to see in Ad- 
miral SAMPson’'s death a possible result of 
mental perturbation, of worry and chagrin, 
The Medical Journal continues: ‘“‘Such a 
death as that of Admiral SAMPsON is a 
purely physical affair. We can imagine no 
degree of worriment that could cause 
arteral sclerosis. This lesion occurs in all 
sorts and conditions of men and women. 
It is of slow onset and gradual progress, 
and is due to vitochemical changes in the 
blood and tissues. We are all the creatures 
of our physical constitution, even more 
than of our moral environment. This ‘ ma- 
terialistic’ doctrine is not popular with 
sentimentalists, but it is in accord with 
physiological facts. Admiral SAMPsON's 
death would probably have resulted in pre- 
cisely the way it did, even if the Spanish 
war had never been waged, or the naval 
battle of Santiago had not been destined to 
be fought with even more ardor on the Ihnd 
than it had been on the sea."’ This, coming 
from the source it does, ought to decrease 
the assurance of those who have of late 
been scattering so carelessly what amount 
to accusations of murder. 


—Careful as we were, in commenting, 
the other day, upon The Meridian (Miss.) 
Star’s defense of elderly Senators who stab 
street car conductors, to use language of 
studied moderation, we confess to have 
waited for The Star's rejoinder with some 
apprehension. We are delighted to observe 
that, notwithstanding its queer ideas as to 
the proper employment of the penknives sup- 
plied to Senators by the Government, The 
Star has fine control over its temper, and 
can reply to criticism with good temper 
as well as energy. It begins, to be sure, 
by referring to Tue Times as “ the editorial 
heavyweight of the metropolitan press,"’ a 
description open to various interpretations, 
not all complimentary, but the words are 
parliamentary and we can take them in 
good part. The Star epitomizes our remarks 
by saying that we sighed over the distance 
from New York to Mississippi—which is not 
exactly what we did, though not far from 
it—and then adds: ‘We accept this as 
meaning that civilization loses its force the 
further distant a section is removed from 
the hub of the universe. It is possible, how- 
ever—we beg the esteemed Times to appre- 
clate the importance in this connection 
[sic] of the word ‘ possible '—for the case 
to be the exact reverse, and that it is in 
Mississippi where the highest order of per- 
sonal and civic virtue is to be found. As 
the heathen Chinee thinks himself the 
god of the eternities, so we have heard 
that the average New Yorker believes that 
after New York comes nothing.” Now, 
why, oh, why, couldn't Senator Monkr 
have discussed the transfer question with 
the street car conductor in some such way 
as that? As The Star shows, it Is not 
necessary for a fire-eater to feed himself 
with flame absolutely all the time, and 
there are occasions when repartee and 
pleasant nonsense are much better weap- 
ons than daggers or revolvers. Far, far 
be it from us to decry the personal and 
civic virtue of Mississippi, and if it is 
higher than that of the rest of the country 
we are real glad of it. As The Star wouldn't 
quarrel with us, we certainly shall not 
quarrel with The Star, and we extend to it 
the assurances of our most distinguished 
consideration. 


—Various conclusions are to be drawn 
from the fact that a New Jersey Bishop 
took up much of the time, presumably val- 
uable, of this week's diocesan convention 
in Trenton with an impassioned denun- 
ciation of women who appear hatless in 
public places. The easiest inference from 
this proceeding would be that morals and 
manners in New Jersey have now ap- 
proached perfection so nearly that Bishops 
there have nothing to worry about or dis- 
cuss except little matters of taste, of no 
intrinsic consequence to anybody and re- 
ceiving attention only because nothing re-

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Jersey dispatches, however, 
reveal the existence of no such situation; 
on the contrary, they show from day to 
day that Bishops and other estimable per- 
sons can find in the State several matters, 
if they look for them, that need attentive 
study, and would be the better for effective 
condemnation. Another way of interpret- 
ing the Bishop’s discourse would be to say 
that his purpose was to illustrate the ut- 
most possibilities of the human mind in 
general and of the ecclesiastical mind in 
particular in the direction of meddling with 
other folk’s business and exaggerating 
trivialities. But, of course, the Bishop had 
no such intention. Evidently he was labor- 
ing under some mysterious misapprehension 
as to the reason why women wear hats— 
when they do wear them, and as to the 
reason why they go uncovered—when it 
pleases them to do so. Somebody should 
tell the dear man that for all women except 
a few peasants and those who live in sub- 
arctic climates like that of Canada the 
hat long since ceased to be a habilimentary 
or protective covering for the head, and 
became a mere decoration—art for art’s 
sake, as it were, That the Jersey women 
show a tendency to abandon the vestigial 
objects they call hats may mean that they 
have lost the desire to excite each other's 
envy, or it may indicafe that they are so 
sure of the effect of their natural charms 
that they scorn to give them artificial aid. 
In either case, what is it to the Bishop? 


——One cannot but feel alarm at the news 
that the Chinese Minister, who has so often 
won our high admiration and aroused our 
entirely respectful amusement, has been 
called back to his own country. The avowed 
reason for the recall is the desire of the 
Chinese Government to have his aid in the 
drafting of a legal code for China in har- 
mcny with the times and civilization. There 
is no doubt that China ts in much need of 
such a code, and none to Wv TING- 
FANG's ability to make one, but to need 
is one thing, to desire is another, and that 
the relation between the two in the minds 
of China’s present rulers is at all close 
has not been demonstrated by recent 
events. Mr. Wu has said many things while 
in this country that could not have had a 
pleasing sound to the conservative officials 
of the most conservative nation on earth, 
and as he has enemies as well as friends, 
of course these utterances of his have all 
been sent home. And such terrible things 
happen in China to Chinese statesmen and 
politicians who imbibe too many Western 
ideas! A solution of the continuity between 
their heads and their shoulders is a fre- 
quent consequence of enlightenment. If the 
witty and wise Minister could remain where 
he is he would be a lot safer than he will 
be in the East.

MUSIC FESTIVAL 


Matinee Concert a Success Artist- 
ically and Fashionably. 


Wagner’s Wotan in a Frock Coat and 
Patent Leathers—Admirable Car- 
riage Arrangements.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 15.—The second 
concert of the fifteenth music festival took 
place to-day. As it was altogether fitting 
that the first concert should be at night so 
that the fair ones of the Ohio Valley should 
have opportunity to disclose to an admir- 
ing world the confections in dress which 
they had so long been preparing for even- 
ing wear, so it was equally suitable that 
the second entertainment should be given 
in the afternoon in order that an entirely 
different set and style and garments might 
be adequately displayed. 

Accordingly to-day’s concert was a mati- 
née and there was a glorious outpoor of 
afternoon gowns of many gorgeous designs. 
The women of this part of the world are 
fair to see, and when they are arrayed in 
their purple and fine linen they justify the 
proud title of Cincinnati, ‘“‘The Queen 
City.”’ 

The manner in which the festival is con- 
ducted is worthy of high praise. The con- 
certs begin precisely on time. The rules 
as to closing the doors while numbers are 
in performance are rigidly enforced, and 
no persons can be shown to their seats in 
the course of the music. The arrangements 
for the handling of carriages are absolutely 
perfect; to be sure the problem is simplified 
by the location of the hall, which has a 
large public park immediately in front of it. 

Many carriages stop on the opposite side 
of the park, and their occupants walk 
through to the hall, but on Elm Street, on 
which the hall fronts, three policemen are 
placed on the corner from which carriages 
approach, and the carriages are not al- 
lowed to approach from any other direc- 
tion. There are three policemen stationed 
at the other end of the block, and they 
regulate the departure of vehicles through 
the assigned streets Finally, some eight 
or ten policemen are stationed at intervals 
along Elm Street itself, and they firmly 
keep carriages in line. The Lieutenant in 
command stands under the awning in front 
of the hall, and has quick communication 
with his forces. People who are in the 
habit of struggling all Winter with the bad 
arrangements around the Metropolitan 
Opera House can appreciate the Cincinnati 
method.

Mr. Andrew Black was the singer of the 
last number. There is nothing in the music 
of this programme demanding critical com- 
ment in New York. Two things were 
notable in the concert—first, the admirable 
work of the chorus and orchestra, and 
second, the election of the audience to make 
the occasion one of tributes to the solo- 
ists and the conductor. It is undeniable 
that Mr. Ben Davies sings the Mozart 
aria with beautiful finish of style, but 
it seems hardly worth while to bring a man 
4,000 miles to do this sort of thing or to 
make a fuss about it when it’s done. 


A festival ought to make room for un- 
usual incidents in music, but the singing 
of “Ii mio Tesoro” can hardly be classed 
as such. Again the closing remarks of the 
unfortunate Wotan in the second drama of 
Wagner's tetralogy are not overwhelming 
when deprived of their artistic introduc- 
tion by the story of the drama and of the 
necessary presence of a Briinnhilde to be 
put to sleep on the fiery mountain.

To hear him thus 
is to wonder what on earth he was trying 
to do, and to end in repeating the wornout 
platitudes about formless and _ tuneless 
music. 

Wagner himself was never afraid of an 
audience which knew what was going for- 
ward on the stage, but how can that be 
made clear to Cincinnati and the visitors 
from Paint Creek, when Wotan wears a 
gray frock coat and patent leather pumps 
Mr. Andrew Black sang the selection well 
enough. He has not a voice of great size, 
but it is of excellent quality, and he uses 
it with skill. Furthermore, although he 
lacks the convincing Teutonism of a real 
German, he has plainly studied the Ger- 
man style, and he declaimed Wagner's 
music with intelligence. He made a very 
favorable impression and was cordially ap- 
plauded. 

To complete the tribute to subjects of 
public worship at to-day’s concert, it may 
be said without qualification that Mrs. 
Stein sang the music of the unhappy 
Orpheus with taste and in correct style. 
She was almost tender in the famous aria 
of the bereft husband. When Mrs. Stein 
melts, emotions are indeed running riot, 
but her correct and sensible style of sing- 
ing is commendable. It suits the classic 
opera very well. The chorus sang its share 
of the Gluck music excellently. The quality 
of tone employed was espedally com- 
mendable, there being no forcing, but 
a preservatior of the quiet and con- 
tinent feeling of music. Here again 
praise must be awarded Mr. Glover. Finally 
the orchestra must be considered. No fauit 
of magnitude can be found with its work. 


THE WORK OF MR. THOMAS. 


Thomas long ago decided that there was 
only one way to play Bach, and he has not 
altered his opinion. His reading of the 
suite to-day was built on the lines of the 
ministerial chant. It was a sermon on tones, 
and a mighty dry sermon, too. When the 
conductor came to the interpretation of the 
“ Eroica’"’ symphony, matters were differ- 
ent. Here again he adhered to traditions 
long ago established by himself, but here 
the traditions were founded upon incontro- 
vertible artistic laws, and were triumph- 
ant. Mr. Thomas still conducts Beethoven 
with authority, and, furthermore, he has 
even improved his reading of the “ Eroica.” 
It was a pleasure to hear the first move- 
ment taken at a properly dignified tempo 
of being hurried almost into a

PICTURES AT CLAUSEN’S. ~ 


American Figures and Landscapes by 
J. F. Weir, Bunce, Blashfield 


and Others. 


The Summer picture party at the Clausen 
Gallery is made up of half/a hundred 
canvases, the greater part of which is 
modern work by living painters. Here and 
there an exception. A sketch in oils by 
Homer D. Martin, dated 1894, has sweet, 
light tones in the sky and a foreground 
broadly brushed. Careful and sober-toned 
is the shorescape by F. K., dated 1854—a 
rocky coast, long greenish wawes breaking 
softly on the strand where a ‘boy and dog 
are sporting, and a pale, neutral sky—all a 
little wooden, but well drawn.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 
10 THE KING OF SPAIN 


Delivered by Dr. Curry, the Special 
United States Envoy. 


| . He Is Cordially Received by the King 


and the Queen Regent—His im- 


pression of the Young Monarch, 


MADRID, May 15.—King Alfonso and the 
Queen Regent to-day received in audience 
foreign missions appointed to attend the 
coronation of the King. The function was 
surrounded with great ceremonial. 

The Marquis of Vallalobar (an ex-Secre- 
tary of the Spanish Legation at Washington 
and an old friend of United States Envoy 
Curry, who has been appointed to attend 
the American Envoy while in Madrid,) 
ecalbea for Dr. Curry at 10:15 A. M. and 
drove with him to the palace in a royal 
landeu. Honors were accorded to the Envoy 
by the guard drawn up in the courtyard, 
und he was conducted to an ante-chamber, 
where he found the other Envoys waiting. 
Dr, Curry and Mr. Simpkins (Secretary of 
ths United States Special Embassy) were 
ushered into the royal reception hall imme- 

ely after the Papal Nuncio and before 
all the other Envoys. 

The Queen Regent was simply dressed in 
silver and gray. King Alfonso wore a dark- 
blue naval cadet's uniform. Both their cos- 
tumes were in striking contrast with the 
gorgeous uniforms and robes of the cour- 
tiers and ladies in waiting. The Queen 
Regent gave Dr. Curry an extremely cordial 
Welcome. She was most gracious in her 
@emeanor throughout the audience, which 
Was necessarily brief. 

The United States Envoy made a short 
address, the text of which had been sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt before Dr. 
Curry left Washington. He said: 

“The President of the United States 
fladly avails himself of this method of 
Showing the friendly regard which he has 
for the Government and people of Spain. 
He is confident that this mission will 
strengthen the cordial relations now, hap- 
pily, existing between the two countries.” 

Dr. Curry added, addressing the Queen 
Kegent* 

“I hope it will not be considered improper 
Ro say that, by your personal and official 


conduct, your Majesty has bound the in- 
telligent and good of all other peoples with 
strong bonds of admiration and regard.” 

The Queen Regent listened to the address 
with an expression of keen pleasure. and 
then, in a charming way, she recalled Dr. 
Curry’s previous stay as Minister of the 
United States at Madrid, and referred with 
Satisfaction to the cordial relations which 
then existed between the Minister and the 
Court. 

After this Dr. Curry handed the following 
letter from President Roosevelt to the 
King: 

“Great and Good Friend: In the name of 
and in behalf of the Government and the 
people of the United States, I desire to 
present their sincere felicitations on the oc- 
casion of your Majesty’s majority, and to 
assure you of their friendship and good 
‘wishes for the welfare of your Majesty 
and your Majesty's peaene. I trust your 
life will be Jong and happy, and that your 
reign will live in the affections of your 
people, and bless them with peace, pros- 

ty, and happiness, and I pray God to 
mave you in His safe and holy keeping. 
Your good friend, ROOSEVELT.’ 

The King smiled and said in English: 

**l am glad to see you. You were here 
when I was born.”

ROYALTIES REACH MADRID. 


Duke of Connaught, Grand Duke Viadi- 
mir, and Other Special Envoys to 
Alfonso’s Coronation Welcomed. 


MADRID, May 15.—The official ceremo- 
nies in honor of the majority of King Al- 
fonso opened here to-day. 

The weather was auspicious and a cloud- 
less sky and brilliant sun favored the ar- 
rival at Madrid of the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Albert of Prussia, the Grand Duke 
Viadimir of Russia, Prince Christian of 
Denmark, Prince Nicholas of Greece, and 
the Crown Princes of Monaco and Siam, 
who arrived in a royal train. The events 
of to-day coincided with the festival of 
San Isidro, the patron saint of Madrid, 
which brought immense crowds to the city 
from the surrounding country. Thousands 
of persons gathered along the route from 
the Northern Station to the Palace to wit- 
ness the procession. 

The scene at the railroad station upon the 
arrival of the royal train was most brill- 
jant. An escort composed of the Royal 
Body Guard, in shimmering breastplates 
and with drawn swords gleaming in the 
sun, and a squadron of dragoons in bur- 
nished steel] helmets and with waving 
lances, was drawn up in the courtyard, 
while within the station were assembled the 
officers of the royal household, headed by 
the Prince of the Asturias. The various 
Ambassadors and their staffs, all clad in 
handsome uniforms, with breasts resplen- 
dent with orders and decorations, formed 
a striking group of color. The edge of the 
station platform was lined by a company 
of engineers in becoming uniforms and tri- 
color caps. The regimental standard was 
displayed within the station, and a band 
was stationed there. 

The train arrived at 4:30 P. M. A bugle 
sounded, the guard of honor presented 
arms, and the band struck up the Spanish 
Royal March. The effect of the arrival of 
the Special Ambassadors was somewhat 
marred by a mistake made by the engine- 


driver of their train, who brought the 
coaches to a standstill before reaching the 
official stopping aoe. The brilliant throng 
on the platform had, consequently, to scur- 
ry_down the station to the royal carriages. 

Prince Albert of Prusia was the first 
Ambassador to alight; he was followed by 
the Duke of Connaught and the various 
other foreign representatives. Sir Henry 
Mortimer Durand, the British Ambassador 
at Madrid, presented the Duke of Con- 
naught to the Prince of the Asturias. The 

ard of honor was then reviewed, the 

uke of Connaught and the Prince of the 
Asturias walking together first, followed 
by the other Princes. The Crown Prince 
of Siam, in a white uniform, was conspicu- 
ous on account of his short stature. Grand 
Duke Viadimir, who walked at his side, 
towered above him. 

The Duke of Connaught and the other 
Ambassadors saluted the standard and the 
royal bodyguard. They then took their 
places in carriages and drove to the palace, 
escorted by the royal bodyguard and the 
dragoons. At the palace the Ambassadors 
were received by the Queen Regent and 
King Alfonso and conducted by them to 
their apartments. A grand banquet in 
their honor is being given at the palace to- 


night. 

#he Queen Regent has directed the Duke 
of Alba, as Gentleman of the Chambcr, and 
Colonel the Marquis Mendigorra to be in 
attendance upon the Duke of Connaught 
during his stay here. 

A special bull fight, in which eight bulls 
appeared, was held this afternoon at the 
Puerta del Sol. No fewer than fifteen 
bull —_—s are to take place in cornection 
with the festivities, and over one hundred 
bulls are to be killed. 

Free dinners were given to 3,000 poor 
persons to-day. This charity will be re- 
peated daily until May 24. ifty thousand 
pesetas (about $10,000) have been distrib- 
uted to the poor, and small sums will be 
deposited in savings banks in the names of 
all children born on Saturday, the day the 
King takes the oath. Altogether, gifts 
amounting to 200,000 pesetas will be dis- 
tributed.

complete since this morning. Traffic is 
suspended. The street cars, cabs, vans, 
carts, and steamers are not running, and 
no work is going on in any of the factories 
or shops. The printers have also joined 
the strike, which will last throughout the 
Parliamentary debate. 

Fully 15,000 persons here went out on 
strike, and their ranks will be swelled to- 
morrow. The liquor shops are closed. 

Only partial strikes too lace at Gothen- 
burg and Malmo, where the printers, gas 
workers, and employes of the street rail- 
roads are proceeding with their usual 
tasks. 

The tie-up at Helsingborg is complete.

FRENCH VISITORS’ RECEPTION. 


Plans for Their Official Welcome in This 
City on May 27—The Military 
Parade and Review. 

The Committee"%of Fifteen appointed by 
President Fornes of the Board of Alder- 
men to co-operate with Mayor Low’s com- 
mittee on the approaching reception to the 
envoys and representatives of France; who 
will arrive in this country on May 23, on 
the battleship Gaulois, to be present at 
the unveiling of a monument to Count de 
Rochambeau in Washington on May 24, met 
fn the Mayor's office yesterday. Plans were 
discussed and partially adopted regarding 
the city’s reception on the afternoon of 

May 27. 

The reception will be along the same lines 
as that carried out for Prince Henry of 
Prussia. The visitors, including the 
Marquis de Lafayette, Count de Rocham- 
beau, and Gen. Brugére, are to be the 


Guests of the Nation until that afternoon. 
hey visit West Point that day, and come 
down the Hudson River in the early after- 
hoon escorted by the Presidential Com- 
mittee, on the dispatch boat Dolphin. It 
is planned that the Dolphin will reach the 
Battery at 3:30 o'clock. 

The guests will then be escorted to the 
City Hall by a guard of honor, probably 
either Squadron A or Troop CC. At the 
City Hal) the plans are precisely similar 
to those attending the Prince Henry recep- 
tion, excepting that the visitors will drive 
to the City Hal] at the frontvinstead of the 
rear. They will be escorted by Mayor's 
Secretary Reynolds to the Governor's 
Room, where Mayor Low, standing at 
Washington's table, will welcome them. 
They will then be escorted by the Mayor's 
Committee and the Aldermanic Committee 
to the Board of Aldermen. President 
Fornes will announce their coming, and 
the Mayor will make a  0brief = ad- 
dress of welcome on behalf of the city. 
One of the visitors, to be selected, will 
make brief reply. The visitors will then 
be escorted to the front of the City Hall, 
where they will take carriages, as well as 
the two committees, and drive to the re- 
viewing stand at the Worth Monument. 

While the reception is in progress in the 
City Hall the regiments of the First and 
Second Brigade, including those in New 
York and Brooklyn, will be drawn up in 
double file on roadway, from Murray 
Street to Twelfth Street. The visitors will 
therefore drive through an unbroken line 
of troops, on both sides of the road, almost 
to the reviewing stand. As soon as the 
visitors have _— the troops at Murray 
Street the soldiers will fall into line for the 
parade and review, the others falling into 
line, following until the brigades have 
passed the Worth Monument. he parade 
will be disbanded about Fifty-ninth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. 

The Board of Aldermen has appropriated 
$7,500 for expenses of the reception and 
contingencies. Most of this will be expended 
for military bands, all the best bands of the 
greater city being engaged. 

On the following day the Mayor will 
entertain the visitors at luncheon, probably 
at the Metropolitan Club, and in the even- 
ing the French Chamber of Commerce wiil 
give a banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria.

ADMIRAL DE TERNAY’S GRAVE. 


French Delegates to Decorate It on 


Memorial Day. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEWPORT, R. IL. May 15.—A_ special 
meeting of the City Council has been called 
for to-morrow evening to take action re- 
garding the entertainment of the French 
delegates who are coming to this country 
to attend the dedication of the Rocham- 
beau Monument in Washington. The dele- 


gates will come to Newport on Memorial 
Day to place a wreath from President Lou- 
bet of France on the grave of Admiral de 
Ternay in Trinity Churchyard. De Ternay 
commanded the French fleet which came 
to the assistance of the American forces 
in the latter part of the war of the Revo- 
lution, and while his ship was at anchor in 
Newport Harbor died of fever and was 
ied here. 

one grave of the French Admiral in Trin- 
ity Churchyard is marked by a large mar- 
ble slab. In the vestibule of the church is 
a marble monument with an inscription in 
Latin which was erected in the yard near 
the ve by the French Government, and 
within the last fifty years was restored 
and placed in the church by the United 
States Government, Congress making a 
special appropriation for the purpose. It 
is proposed on Memorial Day to entertain 
the French visitors with a luncheon at the 
Casino and drive about the city to the vari- 
ous places of interest connected with the 
stay of the French officers during the Rev- 
olution. 


To Attend Rochambeau Statue Fetes. 


Among the societies which will take part 
in the dedication of the Rochambeau mon- 
ument at Washington May 24 will be the 
American-Irish Historical Society, whose 
headquarters is in New York City. Abeut

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RICHARD CROKER DENIES 
MR. NIXON'S CHARGES 


Declares He Had Not Interfered 
with Tammdfy’s Leader. 


PRESIDENT CANTOR’S VIEW 


Delmour Says: “We Might as Well 
Throw Up the Spronge If Carroll Is 
to Become the Leader ”"—Many 
Dispatches from Wantage.

The district leaders of Tammany Hall 
discussed somewhat freely yesterday the 
resignation of Lewis Nixon from the con- 
trol of the organization on the ground that 
he was being interfered with by a “ kitchen 
cabinet’’ headed by Andrew Freedman. 
Lewis Nixon reiterated last evening his de- 
termination to get out of politics and de- 
vote his time to ghipbuilding. 

The cables rom England yesterday 
transmitted many messages from Richard 
Croker at Wantage. One of the first 
message received from Mr. Croker was 
prior to the meeting of the district leaders 
called by Lewis Nixon. This message was 
to the effect that the district leaders should 
stand by Lewis Nixon, and the second to 
another Tammany leader was to the effect 
that Robert B. Roosevelt or Congressman 
George B. McClellan should be elected 
Grand Sachem of the Tammany Society. 

There were rumors yesterday that Mr. 
Croker would return to New York and 
would grasp the reins of power in Tam- 
many Hall. Such stories were discredited 
by an interview given out by Mr. Croker at 
Moat House, Wantage, England. 


CROKER PRAISES VAN WYCK. 


Mr. Croker said to an Associated Press 
representative that if he was in New York 
he would certainly vote for Robert A. Van 
Wyck, and that Mr. Van Wyck, in his 
opinion, was as fine a man as ever drew 
breath and a good Mayor. Mr. Croker said 
that Thomas L, Feitner had been his life- 
long friend, bit that he had been Grand 
Sachem many times, in fact, for too long 
a time. 

Michael Keenan, John Fox, John J. Scan- 
nell, John W. Keller, and Randolph Gug- 


genheimer were all his good friends, he 
said, but in voting for Mr. Van Wyck they 
had acted upon their own responsibility. 
Mr. Croker said he saw his own friends 
split up, some of them voting for Mr. Van 
V Dy and others for Mr. Feitner. 

e expressed himself as very sorry that 
Lewis Nixen had resigned as Chairman of 
the Finance Committee. He said he had 
given no orders, but that he had left the 
matter entirely to the leaders to décide. 
Mr. Croker said he had cabled Mr, Nixon 
last Wednesday to do just as he pleased 
and that “if Mr. Nixon could not control 
them it was not my fault.” 

Mr. Croker explained that, to begin with, 
he did not know until Wednesday that Mr. 
Van Wyck was a candidate for the post of 
Grand Sachem. While Mr. Van Wyck was 
Mayor of New York, Mr. Croker said, he 
had appointed Keenan, Fox, Scannell, Kel- 
ler, an een gee to office, and they 
were all under obligation to him. Mr. 
Croker expressed also his belief that if 
Mr. Feitner thought Mr. Van Wyck wanted 
to be Grand Sachem he would resign in his 
favor. 


CROKER NOT TO RETURN. 


Mr. Croker said he had no intention of 
returning to New York in August, and that 
he could not say when he would go back. 

When Lewis Nixon was seen last night 
he said: 

“IT have nothing to add to the statement 
I male before the Executive Committee of 
Tammany Hall. I stated my position clear- 
ly then, and made it plain that I was out 
of the leadership of Tammany Hail for 
good. I could not retain my self-respect 
and continue as leader of Tammany Hall. 
I tried to do the best I could for the or- 


ganization, but. I was interfered with at 
every point, and so I got out.” 

‘““Mr. Fweedman denies your statement 
about the existence of a ‘ kitchen cabinet.’ 
Have you anything to say about that?” 
was asked. ‘ 

“The leaders of Tammany Hall know all 
about that matter. I want to say that I did 
not mention Mr. Croker’s name in my 
statement to the district leaders. I did not 
say that orders had come from Wantage, 
England, but I did say that before the dis- 
trict leaders would accept instructions on 
important matters they cabled to England 
for instructions. I said, when I took the 
leadership of Tammany Hall, that I did not 
intend to be a figurehead. If I had re- 
mained at the head of the organization, I 
would have had to put up with threats and 
statements of what other men wanted 
done.” 

John F. Carroll, when 
Tammany situation, said: 

“TY think I talked enough yesterday for 
scme time to come. There has been no 
change in the situation to-day. I think that 
the district leaders of Tammany Hall should 
now control that organization.” 

Lawrence Delmour said yesterday: 

“Mr. Nixon was mistaken in supposing 
that Mr. Croker was interfering with him. 
I have seen a cablegram to Mr. Belmont 
saying, ‘Stick to Nixon, no matter what 
happens.’ If Mr. Nixon had made a square 
stand against Carroll and the rest of the 
opposition, he would have been sustained 
by a large majority. He made a big mis- 
take by resigning. Everybody with any po- 
litical judgment can see that Tammany 
Hall is done for if the men who opposed 
the leadership of Lewis Nixon obtain con- 
trol of the organization. We might as 
well throw up the sponge if Carroll is to be- 
come the leader of Tammany — 

Nicholas J. Hayes sald: “In the situa- 
tion which faces the district leaders of 
Tammany Hall, I think they should go back 
to the General Committees of the Assem- 
bly Districts and seek to find out the senti- 
ment of the members of the organization 
as to what should be done in the near fu- 
ture. The district leaders simply represent 
the Democrats of the district, and are 
elected by the General Committeemen. 
Now the men who elected the district lead- 
ers should have a say as to what their 
representatives on the Executive Commit- 
tee of the organization should do in this 


emergency.” 
JOHN C. SHEEHAN SILENT. 


John C. Sheehan, once leader of Tam- 
many Hall by the direction of Richard 
Croker, and who was compelled to retire 
when Mr. Croker came back from Wantage 
prior to the municipal campaign of 1897, 
refused to make any statement about the 
Tammany situation yesterday. A meeting 
of the Greater New York Democracy Ex- 
ecutive Committee has been called for Tues- 


day next, when resolutions will be passed 
condemning Tammany Hall and stating 
that the “ gamblers’ and grafters’ com- 
bine’ is still in control of the organiza- 
tion. 

President Jacob A. Cantor of the Borough 
of Manhattan, one of the leaders of the 
Greater New York Democracy, said: 

“The political condition ot Tammany 
Hall to-day simply confirms what I have 
always d existed. In the first place, 
Croker has never been out of it only nom- 
inally, and his influence for the first time 
has received a serious setback. In fact, 
it looks as if he were completely out at 
last. This is the result to a very great 
extent of the battle fought by the anti- 
machine Democrats at the polls last Fall. 
The defeat and overthrow of Tammany 
Hall have led to the complete retirement of 
Croker and the disruption of the organiza- 
tion, and thus one of the issues of the 
campaign has been fairly successful I 
have always declared against bossism, and 
shall continue to do so. The change in the 
organization does not affect our determin- 
ation. Our battle is for purified Democracy. 
We must drive the corrupt influences from 
the organization no matter who the lead- 
er is.”’ 

A majority of the leaders of Tammany 
Hall were of the opinion yesterday that 
John F. Carroll would for the next few 
months be the central figure in the re- 
orgentetes of Tammany Hall, and the 
selection of a new leader.

THE FEELING IN WASHINGTON. 


Tammany Congressmen Relieved Be- 
cause of Nixon’s Attitude Toward 
Ship Subsidies. 
Special io The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The retirement 
of Mr. Nixon from the leadership of Tam- 
many Hall is something of a relief to the 
Tammany members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. As a rule they did not regard 
Mr. Nixon as a person admirably fitted for 
the political post bestowed on him by Mr. 
Croker. They felt that he lacked under- 
standing of New York City’ politics. A 
Tammany Representative, speaking to this 
effect to-day, said: 

“He hadn't been trained in the politics 
of New York. He is a bright man, but 
that is not enough to qualify him for the 
Tammany leadership. Our leader, to be 
successful, must know the politics of the 
metropolis through and through. Nixon's 


lack of experience in matters he had to 
handle caused him to make mistakes, and 
undoubtedly, if he had kept his place, he 
would have made some pretty serious blun- 
ers. 

But it was not so much his alleged fac- 
ulty for blundering in local politics that 
made Mr. Nixon's leadership irksome to 
Tammany Congressmen, as his inclination 
toward policies, which as Democrats they 
could not approve. His support of the 
Ship Subsidy bill worried several of the 
Tammany representatives a good deal. Bit- 
terly opposed to the measure themselves, 
they trembled at the thought of openly 
opposing it in the face of their political 
OSS. 

Mr. Nixon, it is said, told the Tammany 
Representatives that they need not feel 
bound to follow his lead with respect to 
the Subsidy bill, but this did not set all of 
them quite at ease. They feared that, in 
spite of the license Mr. Nixon had given 
them, he might become displeased with 
them if they should take him at his word, 
and they realized that to encounter his 
displeasure was to invite retirement to pri- 
vate life. 

Now that his leadership is gone from him 
these Tammany Representatives breath 
easier. 


DR. WM. TOD HELMUTH» 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Career of the Head Surgeon of Flower 
Hospitai—A Pioneer in Homeo- 
pathic Surgery. 
Dr. William Tod Helmuth, the head sur- 
geon of Flower Hospital, died suddenly 
early yesterday morning at his home, 667 
Madison Avenue, from heart disease. 
Though it has been known for the past 
seven years that Dr. Helmuth had neural- 
gia of the heart, there was no intimation 
until Tuesday that his death was near. 
His wife went West a few weeks ago to 
attend a convention of women’s clubs at 
San Francisco. The doctor was even ex- 
pected as late as Wednesday night at the 
Waldorf to make the presentation speech 
of a loving cup given to Dr. Seldon D. Tal- 
cott of the Middletown State Hospital by 
a large number of homeopathic physicians 
of this State. 
When Dr. Helmuth was taken ill on 
Tuesday Drs. St. Clair Smith, McMichael, 
and others were notified, and they re- 
mained almost constantly with him until 
he died, about 12:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 
In addition to his reputation as a surgeon, 
Dr. Helmuth was a writer of both medical 
and library works. Born at Philadelphia in 
1833, he received his general education at 
St. Timothy's College, Baltimore, and in 
1850 began the study of medicine under hts 
uncle, Dr. W. S. Helmuth, who was a 
professor in the Homeopathic College, 
ennsylvania. In 1855 he was made Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy in the same college, ang 
during that year wrote his first work, 

Surgery and Its Adaptation to Homeo- 
pathic Practice.” 

Three years later he became a general 
practitioner in St. Louis, and organized 
there the following year its College of 
Homeopathic Physicians and Surgeons. He 
was made its Dean and Professor of Sur- 
gery. In 1867 he was elected President of 
the American Institute of Homeopath§, then 
in session in New York. The year of 1868 
he spent studying surgery in Europe. 

The following year he accepted the Pro- 
fessorship of Surgery in the New York 
Homeopathic Medical College and Hospital. 
At the occasion of his departure from St. 
Louis the college and the citizens presented 
to him a silver service. Shortly after com- 
ing to New York City he published his 
work, ‘‘System of Surgery,” which has 
passed through numerous editions. Besides 
this work he has since had published many 
others on medical subjects, tncluding ‘‘ Su- 
pra-Pubic Lithotomy,” ‘‘ Nerve Stretching,” 
and “Antiseptic Surgery.’’ Since 1875 he 
had been an associate editor of The North 
American Journal of Homeopathy. 

He_ was made honorary member of both 
the British and French National medical 
societies, and in 1888 received the degree 
of Doctor of Laws from Yale University. 
He was a member of the Grolier and Union 
League Clubs. During the past ten vears 
he had been Dean of the New York Homev- 
pathic Medical College and Hospital, as 
well as consulting physician in many of the 
other hospitals of the city. 

Dr. Helmuth was known in a literary way 
because of several humorous stories, verses, 
and sketches, among which are ‘“ Medical 
Pomposity '’ and “ Scratches of a Surgeon 
with the Pousse Café.” 

His wife, whom he married in 1869 at St. 
Louts, was a Miss Pritchard. Mrs. Hel- 
muth is perhaps the most prominent club 
woman in America. She nas been Presi- 
dent of Sorosis, the State Federation of 
Club Women, as well as the National Fed- 
eration Besides his wife, Dr. Helmuth 
leaves two children, Dr. William Tod Hel- 
muth, Jr., and Mrs. Willlam P. Egerton. 


ROBSON AND CRANE AGAIN. 


They Reappear in Bronson Howard's 
“The Henrietta” at * the 
Knickerbocker. 

For the first time in many years Robson 
and Crane, once inseparable on the stage, 
appeared together yesterday afternoon at 
the Knickerbocker Theatre. The occasion 
was a benefit performance in aid of the 
Actors’ Home of America, and the vehicle 
was Bronson Howard's well-remembered 
play of ‘“‘ The Henrietta.” The house was 
well filled with fashionable people, and the 
performance rippled on very much to the 
general satisfaction. Again and again the 
actors were recalled and were greeted with 
enthusiastic applause as they stood hand in 
hand, or, as happened once, with Robson's 
arm resting on Crane’s shoulder. Alto- 
gether it was a performance replete with 
memories of ancient delight and with pres- 

ent satisfaction. 

With regard to the play the public curis- 
ity was only less vivid than with regard to 
the actors. Would it, like so many old 
plays that are’ revived, prove a gravestone 
to commemorate the buried past? Or would 
it be a shining example to brand the newer 
world with degeneracy? It was neither of 
these things, nor both of them. Its conven- 
tions were of a kind no longer recognized 
as valid. Monologues and asides abounded, 
and when occasion offered the characters 
confided their heart secrets to the audience, 
speaking literally through a crowded stage. 
Worse than this, the people talked, not as 
real people talk, but asemouthpieces to con- 
vey across the footlights what the author 
wished to be said. eir moral and social 
principles, too, had a way of being very 
easily warped in order to make possible a 
jest or a moving situation. But granted Its 
always antiquated and sometimes false 
conventions, the play was technically ad- 
mirable. The characters were represented 
with ripe craftsmanship and with rich hu- 
mor, and the main situations were handled 
so truly that they produced the same effect 
as they did years ago. The obsolescence of 
Mr. Howard's theatrical conventions 
seemed to prevent the house from rocking 
with laughter as it used to do during the 
first run of the play, but there was a fund 
of sunny humor and of sparkling delight 
that ought to keep ripe in the bottle for 
some decades to come, 

The acting of both Mr. Robson and Mr. 
Crane was as delightful as ever. As for 
Mr. Crane, we have seen him in many parts 
such as that of “ Old Nick” Van Alstyne. 
In fact we have seen him in almost nothing 
else! Mr. Robson’s Bertie, on the other 
hand, was a more unaccustomed delight. 
There was a certain freshness as well as a 
charm of eld memory in the amiable vacy- 
ity, the solemn absurdity, the true and 
loyal heart of this burlesque of the New 
York clubman. The Young Nick of Mr. 
Russ Whytal was commendably nister 
and terrible.

Westchester Defeated in the Final 
Game for Trophies. 


VICTORS WERE WEAKER TEAM 


Contest Played on the Westchester 
Polo Field—Fast Goals by Cary, 
Cooley, and Reynal. 


Lakewood second won the Country Club 
Cups yesterday in the final polo competi- 
tion for those trophies on.the field of the 
Westchester Country Club. The winning 
score was 13 goals for the New Jersey play- 
ers to 8 for the home delegation, but the 
feature of the match was that the victors 
were the weaker team on handicap ratfngs, 
and were allowed three goals by the de- 
feated side. Notwithstanding their appar- 
ent inferiority, the Lakewood team earned 
more goals than the stronger quartet, so 
that had the opponents met on even grounds 
the Lakewood men would have won by 10 
goals to 8. The victors, therefore, had all 
the more cause to be jubilant for their tri- 
umph over a supposedly superior team. 

The winners began the game with a rush, 
and a spectator of the first two periods 
who did not know the handicap ratings of 
the contestants would have had little hesi- 
tancy in ascribing the superior abilities to 
Lakewood. They broke through the weak 
and disappointing defense of the home 
club with the utmost ease, scoring three 
goals in the first period to one Tor West- 
chester, while in the second period they 
made three to two for Westchester. The 
weaker team, therefore, had scored six 
times in the first half of the match to 
three times for Country Club. 

Lakewood got the ball on the throw in, 
and after some passing back and forth, 
Cooley made two nice runs down the field 
and scored the first count in exactly one 
minute. When play was resumed Cary got 
immediate possession of the sphere and ran 
it rapidly down the field, scoring in 35 
seconds. The second period opened with 
an exhibition of unusually fast work. 
Cooley, who did some masterful play for 
the winners, got the ball at the throw in 
and ran a goal in 30 seconds, but 4mme- 
diately after Raynal did even better, as he 
ran the ball down the field by three fine 
strokes and scored in 20 seconds. A hard 
fight then ensued before anything else was 
made, but at the end of seven minutes 
Herbert made a point for Lakewood. In 
these seven minutes there was some pretty 
defensive work by both teams, Blair and 
Collier doing excellent work for West- 
chester. 

The great fault of the home four was 
their lack of team work.

VANDERBILT MACHINE BROKE. 


American Millionaire Forced Out of 
French Road Race After Going 
Part of the Way. 

PARIS, May 15.—The race against time 
by alcohol automobiles organized by the 
Minister of Agriculture, M. Dupuy, from 
Champigny to Arras and return te-morrow 
to St. Germain, 922 kilometers, began this 
morning. Light rain fell all night, and it 
was raining at 4 o'clock this morning, when 
the starting signal was given. BHighty-nine 
vehicles were started, at intervals of two 
minutes. W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., was No. 
53. His machine, which was the object of 
much curiosity, was sent away at 4:56 
A. M., runing at the rate of sixty kilom- 

eters an hour. 

Maurice Farnum, the second competitor 
to start, was the first to reach Arras, 410 
kilometers from the starting place. His 
time was 4 hours, 48 minutes, and 5 4-5 
eeconds. 

A pinion of Mr. Vanderbilt's automobile 
broke, and he was obliged to abandon the 
race at Fontenay. At the time of the ac- 
cident Mr. Vanderbilt was going at the rate 
of eighty-five kilometers an hour. He had 


covered twenty-eight kilometers in twenty 
minutes, and was two minutes behind Far- 
num. It was only yesterday that Mr. Van- 
derbilt decided to enter the race, and men 
worked all night on the changes necessi- 
tated by the use of alcohol instead of pe- 
troleum as the motive power of his auto- 
mobile. Mr. Vanderbilt was much chagrined 
at being unable to continue in the contest, 
but he says his machine went better with 
alcohol than it did with petroleum.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In yesterday’s security market dull- 
ness still reigned—grew even more pro- 
nounced, total transactions barely pass- 
ing the 300,000-share mark. Only about 
half a dozen stocks were traded in to 
the extent of 10,000 shares apiece. Gen- 
érally fluctuations were insignificant. 
On every side was shown a waiting dis- 
position—waiting for money market im- 
provement, for some actual develop- 
ment in the anthracite labor situation. 


News of business development was 
altogether news of encouraging char- 
acter. . Conspicuous corporations  in- 
creased their dividends, and progress 
was shown for a number of financial 
plans whose success will be helpful to 
the general financial situation. Cur- 
rent moves of exceptional importance 
were reflected in the strength exhibited 
by all the Vanderbilt shares. Transac- 
tions were not extensive, but their char- 
acter betokened impending matters of 
importance. Canada Southern, Lake 
Erie and Western, and New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis (Nickel Plate) issues 
were the especial gainers in the day’s 
transactions, some of them touching 
higher figures than hitherto reached. 
That a Vanderbilt finance project of 
extraordinary importance is progressing 
has for a long time been well under- 
stood in banking circles, and it now 
seems close to official announcement, 
its results promising exceptional bene- 
fits to all the “ Junior” Vanderbilt se- 
curities. Intrinsic value is to be given 
market value, a condition which, curious- 
ly enough, has not hitherto prevailed in 
that particular group of stocks.

In a number of the lower-priced rail- 
way shares relatively small activity is 
sufficient to induce material advances. 
This was exemplified yesterday by a 
spirited movement in Chicago and Al- 
ton. Trading in less than 20,000 shares 
of stock produced an advance of nearly 
3 points; all but a fraction being retained. 
This is natural enough, altogether log- 
ical, fully warranted by progress made. 
Good management has revolutionized the 
fortunes of the Chicago and Alton; and 
the .fact that it now advances is not 
s0 surprising as is the fact that bargain 
hunters have been passing it by. And 
the Chicago and Alton is representative 
of a wholesome investment list that is 
long. 


Cail money rates did not get above 
G per cent. on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday, with the bulk of business trans- 
acted closer to 5.

STRENGTH OF VANDERBILTS. 


‘ As a group the strongest stocks on the 
list yesterday were the Vanderbilt shares, 
notably the so-called Junior issues, whose 
advances were in each case substantial. 
Lake Erie and Western, for instance, rose 
no fewer than 3% points on dealings in 
, shares—the largest advance on the list 
h the exception of General Electric— 
Nickle Plate rose 1%, Nickle Plate second 
“4%, anf Canada Southern 1%. In each 
ease the close was practically at the best 
for the day. 

The buying was undoubtedly influenced 
by the announcement of a semi-official 
nature that the dividend on Lake Erie and 
Western preferred stock is to be raised to 
the full 6 per cent. basis. There was a 
suggestion also of an increased dividend 
on Nickle Plate secend preferred stock, this 
attending a revival of thé report that the 
first preferred is to be retired.

VIRGINIA CHEMICAL DIVIDEND.

STEELTRUST BOND CONVERSION 


An Objection to It on the Part of a 
Shareholder Now Living in 
London. 


John Treharne, a member of the Ameri- 
can bar, at present living in London, has, 
as a preferred stockholder of the United 
States Steel Corporation, addressed an open 
letter to the Directors of the corporation 
in respect to the bond conversion plan of 
the company to be acted on on May 19. In 
reference to this letter Mr. Treharne in an 
explanatory letter says that the claim of 
himself and friends is that they have “no 
time before the 19th inst. properly to con- 
sider the proposal, which appears to be to 
reduce the rate of interest on our stock 
from 7 to 5 per cent., (although the corpo- 
ration can well pay 7 per cenrt.,) and to 
saddle the assets of the corporation with a 
mortgage debt of $200,000,000 (for which 
it will never at any. time receive a cent) 
and a new fixed charge of $10,800,000." 

“Our desire is,’ continues Mr. Treharne, 
“to get a postponement of the proposal 
until we have had time to give it a critical 
examination. There seems no reason why 
it should be rushed through, as no one will 
be hurt by the delay. The Directors should, 
as to their own considerable holdings, cer- 
tainly not be in a hurry to fasten a mort- 
gage for their own benefit on the corpora- 
tion, whose affairs they manage, and for 
which they predict unclouded prosperity. 


Such an anxiety on, their part would indeed 
be a danger signal.” 

Mr. Treharne, who does not say how 
many other stockholders he represents, de- 
clares that he does not object to the pro- 
posed operation of issuing $50,000,000 bonds 
(to be paid for in cash) for the useful pur- 
poses of bettering and extending the prop- 
erty, but insists that there is no hurry tc 
rush through the out-and-out conversion 
scheme. 

In his circular letter, covering fifteen 
printed pages, many objections to this con- 
version plan are raised. The following ex- 
cerpts under the heading, ‘The Effect of 
the Scheme on the Corporation,” are illus- 
trative: 

The exchange of the stock for the mortgage 
bonds of a corporation must always be in theory 
dangerous and unsound finance. Because the 
stock gives but an interest in the surplus profits 
of the corporation during its existence and a right 
to share in its surplus assets on its termination 
the corporation gains nothing by the reduction 
in its nominal amount. On the other hand, by 
the issue of its mortgage bonds the corporation 
gets into debt wholly without consideration, 
converts its stockholders Into its creditors, cre- 
ates a new fixed charge on its annual carnings, 
and runs the risk of a sudden and disastrous 
termination of its corporate existence, if by 
reason of some temporary and unavoidable ad- 
versity that fixed charge is not punctually met. 

Never justifiable in theory, this exchange 
may, however, in extremely rare instances, be 
practiced without any serious danger to the 
corporate interests.

NEW COTTON EXCHANGE BY-LAW.

delivery, shall be deemed guilty of unmer- 
cantile conduct, which renders him un- 
worthy to be a member of the Exchange, 
and upon conviction thereof he shall be 
expelled from membership in the Ex- 
change.”

TEXAS OIL STORAGE TANKS. 


Work on Guffey Plant at Bayonne Be- 
gun—Standard’s New Purchase, 
Special to The New York Times. 

BAYONNE, N. J., May 15.—Ground was 
broken to-day in Bayonne by the J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company for the erec- 
tion of a storage plant designed to supply 
Texas oil to the New York and Eastern 
markets. Two storage tanks of 9% feet 
diameter, having a capacity of 35,000 bar- 
rels each, are to be constructed without 
delay.
